HOBSON REACHES THE CAPITAL 


Warm Reception of the Hero of 
the Merrimac—Does not Bring 
the Long-expected Report of 
Admiral Sampson, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, July 22.—There were 
several events ‘Of interest, if not of 
importance, at the War and Navy, De- 
partments today. 

Gen. Anderson at Cavite sent a mes- 
‘sage saying that Aguinaldo has de- 
clared a dic.iatorship and mnartial law 
over the Philippines, something that 
gave the Cabinet food for considera- 
tion at their regular meeting today. 
Ther was no disposition to force any 
issue with the insurgent chief at this 
time, but it is pretty well understood 
that he will not be allowed to commit 
the United States government in the 
future treatment of the Philippine 
question. 

The visit of the German Ambassador 
to the President and to the Secretary of 
State was a base for the belief that 
he had called to make some repre- 
sentation on the subject, and perhaps 
as well on the question of peace as 
effected by the programme laid down 
by Watson’s projected voyage to Eu- 
ropéan waters. If so, no official confir- 
mation was obtained, and a “friendly 
visit” was the only explanation offered 
by Secretary Day for the appearance 
of the German Ambassador in the dog 
days in Washington. The embassy 
people were no more communicative, 
so that if anything of importance 
passed during the meeting between the 
President and Dr. von Holieben it prob- 
ably will be revealed only in the shape 
of action later on. 

It would not be surprising if it should 
develop that strong European influ- 
ences are being brought to bear to dis- 
suade the Navy Department from dis- 
patching Watson’s squadron to Eu- 
rope, but so far they appear to have 
been ineffectual, for it is stated that 
the departure of the squadron is only 
delayed, not abandoned. 

Although Gen. Miles reported by ca- 
ble today from Mole St. Nicholas, 
Hayti, that “he was moving along 
well” with the first detachment of the 
military expedition against Porto Rico, 
the body of his dispatch preceding this 
statement gave rise at first to the ap- 
prehension that, like Gen. Shafter at 
Santiago, Gen. Miles was threatened 
with a costly delay in landing his ex- 
pedition on Porto Rican soil, owing to 
the absence of lighters and tugs. It was 
said at the War Department later on 
that some of these lighters were al- 
ready on their way from New Orleans 
and New York, and that no serious 
delay would arise on that score. It ap- 
pears from Gen. Miles’s first statement 
relative to Col. Hecker that he was not 
acquainted with the necessity that had 
arisen for that officer's presence in 
Washington, in order to provide for. 
the speedy transportation to Spain of, 
the troops surrendered at Santiago. 

The brief report from Admiral Samp- 
son, declaring the success of the expedi- 
tion to Nipe, is really more important 
than appeers on the surface. The bay 
of Nipe lies on the north coast of Cuba, 
almest directly across the island from 
Santiago. It is proposed to establish 
a base there, which will save at least 
two day's time in getting supplies into 
Cuba as compared with the Santiago 
route. It will also form a good point 
of operation against Holguin, not far 
distant, and if it should develop un- 
fortunately that @ restraining hand 
must be laid upon the Cubans them- 
selves, Nipe, in connection with San- 
tiago, would be an effective means of 
doing ths. 

The War Department has not yet) 


been informed that Gen.Shafter’s Cuban 


allies have quit the American lines for 
the reasons sent out in the printed let- 
ter by Gen. Garcia, but it is scracely 
doubted that such is the case, for the 
friction has been growing more pro- 
nounced every day since the fall of 
Santiago, and it is feared that a sever- 
ance of relations cannot be _ longer 
avoided. That the Cuban junta is still 
hopeful of avoiding such a measure is 
evidenced by the confidence shown by 
Sefior Quesada, one of the Cuban Lega- 
tion here, in an amicable settlement. 
The last and most agreeable event of 
the day was the arrival at the Navy 
Department of Lieut. Hobson, the hero 
of the Merrimac. The officials were not 
informed of his approaching visit ex- 
cept through the newspapers. Conse- 
quently when he reached the railway 
station here at 2:38 o'clock this after- 
noon, there was no official there to meet 
him, and his reception was truly demo- 
cratic. He succeeded in escaping obser- 
vaiton as he passed through the train 
shed, coat and umbrella in hand, and 
followed by a porter, proudly carrying 
his baggage, but before he emerged 
from the station, someone spied him 
and in a moment the station resounded 
with vociferous shouting. The cry of 
“Hobson, Hobson,” rang out, and the 
crowd closed in about him, shaking his 
hand and pushing him about until he 
was rescued by the police and escorted 
to his carriage. He stopped long enough 
to announce that all of the men who 
formed the crew of the Merrimac were 
safe and in the best of health, end 
that after he had made his report to 


| the Navy Department, he expected to 


return immediately to New York. The 
officer was driven at once to the Army 
and Navy Club, agd after brushing 
himself up, he drove over to the Navy. 
Department. This time he carried with 
him under his arm, a large official en- 
velope, which bore in the corner the 
ron.” 

As he approached the office of the 
Secretary of the Navy there ensued 
another demonstration. A large crowd 
had gathered about the doorway, and 
the hearty welcome it gave the young 
officer brought blushes to his cheeks. 
Secretary Long came out of his private 
office, and, grasping Hobson with both 
bands, said, with sincerity: “Lieuten- 
ant, L am glad, very glad to see you.”’ 

Then-he drew him his office, 
where the lieutenant as /ntroduced 
to Assistant Secretary’: and wre 
greeted by Capt. Crowninshield, Capt. 
Bradford and Pension Commissioner 
Evans, who happened to drop in. He 
spent half an hour in conference with 
the Secretary, and then returned to 
the Club for rest. Secretary Long 
stated that Hobson did not bring the 
long-expected report from Admiral 
Sampson and his brother officers on 
the destruction of the Cervera fleet. 
The exact purpose of his visit was ex- 
plained by the following order under 
which Lieut. Hobson had come to the 
United States: 

“UNITED STATES FLAGSHIP 
NEW YORK (first-rate,) off Santiago 
de Cuba, July 17, 1898—Sir: You will 
proceed north on the St. Paul to New 
York, thence you will proceed to Wash- 
ington and report to the Secretary of 
the Nevy and acquaint him with the 
object of your visit, as set forth in my 
letter to him of this date, regarding 
the work upon the Cristobal Colon. 
Explain to him fully the position and 
condition of that ship and receive his 
instructions regarding it. 

“‘Second—be as expeditious as pos- 
sible in bringing the matter to a ter- 
mination, in order that, if it is prac- 
ticable to do so, this fine ship may be 
saved to the United States navy. 

“Third—When this duty is com- 
pleted, you will ask for orders from the 
Secretary of the Navy. Otherwise you 
will return to duty on board this ship.

A NEEDED CORPS.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—By direc- 
tion of the Secretary of War, the 
Construction Corps which Gen. Miles 
desires, was sent directly to Porto 
Rico, instead of to Santiago, as was 
proposed before the surrender of the 
city. The Secretary's orders were is- 
sued after the surrender of Santiago 
and without the knowledge of Gen. 
Miles. 

The construction outfit consists of 
ocean steam tugs, lighters, equipped 
with derricks, pile-drivers, black- 
smithing apparatus, heavy timber and 
other engineering supplies and ma- 
chinery necessary for the construction 
of docks and bridges and the unload- 
ing of ships.

MILES’S EXPEDITION. 


Depattment Still Uninformed 


Concerning Garcia. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, July 22.—It was cal- 
culated that Gen. Miles’s military ex- 
pedition aginst Porto Rico was this 
morning somewhere off the northern 
coast of Hayti. Secretary Long says 
according to his advices the fleet of 
transports, with the naval convoy, got 
away from off Siboney at 3:39 yester- 
day afternoon, and it is believed the 
night traveling is at about the usual 
naval cruising speed in the squadron of 
ten knots per hour. The question of 
convoys settled itself with the depar- 
ture of the expedition, but the naval 
officials are still of the opinion that 
the convoy sent is entirely dispropor- 
tionate in strength to the needs of the 
case, and the demands laid upon the 
North Atlantic fleet to supply it have 
interfered considerably, it is stated at 
the department, with the plans of the 
Naval War Board. This is suppos°d 
to relate to the departure of Watson's 
expedition, but on that point the naval 
officials decline to say anything fur- 
ther, simply pointing to the statement 
given out last night by Secretary Long 

as expressive of their views. 

The War Department is still in offi- 
cial ignorance of the reported retire» 
ment of Garcia with his army from 
the American lines at Santiago, and 
the resignation of that Cuban general. 
It is considered singular that Gen. 
Shafter has not made a report to the 


rections of the President in maintain- 
ing the status quo of Santiago, so far 
as it relates to the municipal adminis- 
tration, the blame for a rupture, if one 
ensues, cannot be placed entirely upon 
Gen. Shafter’s shoulders. 

The only official communication that 
has reached the War Department to 
change the state of affairs at the 
Philippines was contained in a brief 
dispatch received from Col. Anderson, 
now commander of the first military 
expedition. He made no mention of 
the reported seizure by the second de- 
tachment, on its way coming over, of 
Wake Island, lying about half way be- 
tween Honolulu and the Philippines. 
No particular significance, however, is 
attached to this seizure, even should it 
be reported officially, for it was Known 
in advance that the programme was 
for both the naval and military @¢xpe- 
ditions to touch on their way west- 
ward from Honolulu at any 
small Spanish islands, or islands not 
possessed by any other nation, for the 
purpose of taking on coal from the col- 
liers accompanying them, a work which 
can be accomplished @fely only in 
smooth water. It is very likely that 
this has been done at Wake Island, 
and as an incident a flag may have 
been@hoisted, though from the de- 
scribed character of the island it is 
likely to be of little service as a coal- 
ing station without expensive harbor 
improvements and of no service at all 
as a cable station, because it is a coral 
island, and therefore destructive to 
cables.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—A signifie 
cant statement was made to the Asso- 
ciated Press today by a gentleman ig 
@ position to speak with knowledge and 
authority as to the plans of the admin- 
istration with reference to the future 
War operaions. In substance, the state- 
ment was as follows: 

“Commodore Watson, in proceeding 
to the Spanish peninsula as soon as the 
Porto Rican expeditiongis gotten under 
way, is not to bombard the cities on- 
the Spanish coast. No su¢h idea of 
bombardment of the coast is enter- 
tained. While there may be incidental 
purposes, the main mission of Watson 
is to take care of Camara’s fleet. The 
movement of this fleet and the fears 
and apprehensions caused by reports 
concerning it are to be stopped for all 
time. The ships under Camara will be 
located by Watson, finally met and en- 
gaged. The talk occasionally indulged 
in as to the Canary Islands is utterly 
without foundation. This government 
has no plan to take the islands and 
does not want them. 

“Despite popular expectation that 
Porto Rico operations will be followed 
immediately by action against Havana, 
it can. be satd that Havana will not be 
attached wh.ie yellow fever conditions 
exist. This is certain. 

“It would be the height of national 
folly to engage our troops in and about 
the feVer pest-holes. Consequently, it 
will be left until the climate lends its 
aid in the autumn. Shafter will hold 
his own in the eastern strip now sur- 
rendered, and may gradually push his 
way over some other districts, and if 
there should be any particular need of 
immediate aggressive action at any 
point, will move against it: but Ha- 
vana will be left until yellow fever 
dangers are past. 

“Meantime in the next two months, 
there will be enough to keep this gov- 
ernment busy. We will have to cope 
with the most serious problem yet, that 
of providing for the government and 
the future of the lands involved in this 
war. The hauling down of the Spanish 
flag and the hoisting of that of the 
United States means more than on its 
face indicates to the popular mind. No 
more important matter is to engage 
the attention of the government then 
the details to be arranged for the dis- 
position, control or temporary posses- 
sion pending final transfer of possession 
of these additions to our domain. There 
are questions of the most intricate and 
far-reaching character to be decided. 

“Porto Rico, whose fall is likely to 
be recorded within a week or ten days, 
will have to have a military govern- 
ment. Porto Rico, of course, is to be 
kept permanently by this government, 
but this must be a military government 
first, and many preliminary details will 
have to be worked out. There must 
be a rehabilitation of existing systems 
of government where we have carried 
our arms, and while local schemes and 
conditions will form the basis of the 
general system for the control of the 
land, there must be numerous changes, 
abolishing such laws as may be oppres- 
sive. 

“Laws will have to be very thor- 
oughly gone over and the tariff system 
revised in some way, but in general 
and as far as possible, the system of 
government which now exists is to be 
followed. 

“All this means work of the most 
serious character, and, in the absence 
of existing laws to govern such mat- 
ters, the President has to go ahead 
on his own responsibility. Next win- 
ter, however, when Congress convenes, 
the necessity for laws covering such 
matters will be recognized by recom- 
mendations to Congress to that end, 
to be submitted by the President, and 
it is very proable the shaping of the 
destinies of Porto Rico and similarly 
circumstanced accessions will be left to 
a commission or commissions, to be 
appointed to draft the laws for adop- 
tion by Congress. The government is 
likely to be busy from now on con- 
sidering all these matters of govern- 
mental detail. 

“It is a certainty, as far as now can 
be foreseen, that Guam, the island in 
the Ladrone group that was captured 
by this government, will be permanent- 
ly retained as a coaling and supply 
station. For these purposes, it is val- 
uable from its location between the 
Sandwich and the Philippine Islands, 
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‘but on the point whether the rest of 
“them will be Kept; Tam not sure They 


may be and they may not be. The 
disposition of the Philippines is un- 
settled and depends upon circum- 


stances. 

“As to the attitude of Garcia and the 
insurgents in Cuba, there is no change 
in our intentions. This governmet has 
not been misled in its estimate 
of the .forces With _the...-op- 
pressive hand Spain has put 
on them so long. contending aganist 


the conditions imposed by injustice and | 


oppression, there would have been lit- 
tle expectation of greater abilities than 
are now shown by them. This govern- 
ment will have to treat them kindly, 
but firmly. It has made a Wedge to 
establish a firm and stable government, 


and that must be carried out, It, 
therefore, may be, in the lieht of pres- 
ent circumstances and conditions, Many 
vears before ‘affairs there have so 


shaped themselves as to intrust the 
island to the Cubans and we finally 
yield ‘our possession of them. The 
transition must be gradual, step by 
step, and the final. general change of 
control effected after a thor- 
ough training with the trial of some 
of the leaders in at. first minor ca- 
pacities. This is what is to be looked 
for, and the gradual transition will 
consume a length of time considerably 
at variance with what the people must 
expect.”

FRIENDSHIP FOR CUBANS, 
[ASSOCLATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, July 22.—The letter 
written by Gen. Garcia«was read and 
discussed at some length, ‘and the 
opinion was expressed that it was evi- 
dently based upon a wrong conception 
of the purpose and motives of our peo- 
ple. These, it was said, should long 
ago have been fully explained to him 
and to all of the Cuban leaders. If 
it was true, as had been reported, a 
member of the Cabinet said, that Gar- 
cia was not invited to participate in 
the ceremonies attending the raising 
of the American flag over Santiago, it 
was a mistake. Everything possible, 
he said, should be done to win and keep 
the friendship of the Cubans, and they 
should be made to know that the only 
purpose of the United States in waging 
war against Spain was to secure for 
the people of Cuba relief from the 
oppression of Spanish rule and a stable 
and satisfactory government estab- 
lished by the people themselves. 

Of course, it was added, it is not the 
intention of this government to drive 
the Spaniards out and then formally 
turn the island over to the insurgents 
or to any other particular class or fac- 
tion. This government had never such 
a purpose, but, on the contrary, it was 
well understood that a stable covern- 
ment for and by all the people of 
Cuba had the only purpose and end 
sought to be attained. The details 
incident to the establishment of sucha 
government, it was said, have never 
been discussed by the Cabinet at any 
great length, but there could be no 
difference of opinion as to the general

“GOVERNOR” WOOD. 


Gen, Garcia’s Actions are Very 


Mysterious. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
PLAYA DEL ESTE, Santiago de 
Cuba, July 21.—Gen. Wood of the Rough 
Riders, was appointed military Gov- 
ernor at Santiago yesterday, succeed- 
ing Gen. McKibben, who returns to his 
old duty, and Who is on the sick list. 
Squads of natives were sent today to 


clean the streets and bury the dogs 
and horses, whose remains have been 
lying in the streets for days and wecks. 
Other steps to improve the sanitary 


condition of the city are being taken. 

The French cruiser Rigault de Gen- 
ouilly arrived here this afternoon with 
supplies for the relief of the French 
citizens of Santiago. A large exodus 
of Cubans is expected in the next few 
days, as they are returning to the cul- 
tivation of the country, that work be- 
ing the chief source of the wealth of 
the island. The greater part of Gar- 
cia’s army leaves here at daybreak to- 
morrow. 

The Danish steamer Bratton, the first 
vessél outside of the government and 
Red Cross ships to enter this port with 
provisions, arrived here at 9 o'clock 
this morning, having on board A. y. 
Azovodo, the owner of her cargo, who 
went to Gen. Shafter’s headquarters in 
order to inquire about the customs 
duties. He was told he must pay full 
duty on foreign produce under a for- 
eign flag at the rates in force under 
the Spanish régime. This brings the 
duty on the Bratton’s flour to $4, plus 
10 per cent. per barrel, and the duty 
on other goods.is in proportion, It is 
not known whether a bounty will be at 
lowed on American bottoms, Gen. Shaf- 
ter for the present limiting himself to 
the statement that the duties will be 
assessed on the same basis as the Span- 
ish tariff. 

Notwithstanding Gen. Garcia's bit- 
ter complaint that he had been ignored, 
and that the restoration of the Spanish 
civil authority in the city of Santiago 
was most offensve to him, and that in 
consequence of this he had been forced 
to tender his resignation as a general 
in the Cuban army, he is going on with 
his preparations for a contest with the 
Spanish forces at Holguin and Man- 
zanillo, quite as though nothing had 
happened. - 

Tomorrow Gen. Garcia will issue a 
decree authorizing all Cubans who have 
been driven from their plantations and 
country homes by the Spaniards, and 
who have taken refuge for safety in the 
cities and towns, to return to the coun- 
try and go to work on their farms and 
plantations, assuring them of protec- 
tion by his forces. He has added like 
permission to those in his ranks who 
were recruited from the farm lands, 
and who were employed in the fields 
at the outbreak of the war. 

Altogether, it must be confessed that 
Gen. Garcia's attitude is inexplicable. 
His permission to the men in his ranks 
to go back to work on the farms is 
construed to mean an effort to disband 
his forces. But this may not be alto- 
gether justified. It is certain a great 
many of them will continue to fight. 


HOBSON ARRIVES. 


He Brings Admiral. Sampson’s 


Report to Washington. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, July 22.—The United 
States cruiser St. Paul arrived here 
today after a run of four days from 
‘the harbor of Guantanamo, with all 
well on board. On arrival at quaran- 
tine the surgeon of the St. Paul pre- 
sented the first bill of health from 
Cuba received from a United States 
ofticer since the war commenced. It 
wa dated July 18, and signed U. S&S. 
Naval Surgeon Wentworth, counter- 
signed and endorsed by Commander 
McCalla, of the United States cruiser 
Marblehead, as follows:

Hobson sai 
that he had inspected the wreck 
Spanish warships, and he is certain 
that if prompt action is taken, two 
of them, the Cristobal Colon and Maria 
Teresa, can be saved. The Oquendo is 
a total wreck.

Hobson, “all the work of the 
wreckers would go for naught, and the 
Colon and the Teresa would be lost to 
us.

They doubtless will do so when 
they understand the situation as I can 
explain ft.’’

AMERICAN ARMY. 


What Has Been Done Since the 


War Began. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 22.—A consoli- 
dated statement prepared by Maj. John 
A. Johnston, assistant adjutant-gen- 
eral, shows that of the 277,500 men au- 
thorized by Congress to be enlisted into 
the regular and volunteer armies, 
254,479 up to this time have been mus- 
tered into the service. Of the 23,031 
yet required to complete the authorized 
quota of the army, 13,308 are regulars, 
8000 are volunteers under the second 
call, 862 are immunes, and 851 are en- 
gineers. The authorized strength of 


‘the regular army is 61,000. On April 30 


it contained 26,500 men. Since that 
time 23,192 recruits have been obtained 
from a possible 75,000 applicants, by a 
limited number of recruiting officers, 
for the most part strangers in the coun- 
try canvassed and during a period of 
competition by State authorities for 
the same men. In the opinion of the 
officials of the War Department, the 
returns of the regular army lists will 
show an increase as this competition 
ceases. The strength of the regular 
army today, less recent casualties esti- 
mated at 2000, is 47,692. 

The authorized strength of the volun- 
teer army is 216,500, of this number 
129,000 were included in the President's 
first call for troops, all of which have 
been recruited, mustered and pdt in the 
filed, 75,000 were included in the second 
call, 57,000 of which have been mustered 
into the service; 3000 were to consti- 
tute three special regiments of cav- 
alry, 10,000 were immunes; and 3500 
were engineers, 

Of the volunteers under the second 
call, 35,000 thus far enlisted have been 
distributed among complete organiza- 
tions already in the field, and 32,000 
constitute new organizations. The 
three special cavalry regiments com- 
manded by Cols. Roosevelt, Torrey and 
Grigsby, have been recruited to their 
full strength, and there are hundreds 
of applicants for any vacancies that 
may occur in them. Congress author- 
ized the enlistment of 10,000 yellow 
fever immunes, and of this number, 
9138 have been mustered into the gser- 
vice. All of the ten regiments are 
complete except the Seventh, Eighth 
and Tenth, and they probably will not 
be recruited to full strength. Of the 
3500 engineers authorized by special act 
of Congress, 2849 have been mustered. 

The First Regiment contains 58 of- 
ficers and 1090 men; the Second, 53 of- 
ficers and 1100 men, and the Third, 33 
officers and 300 men. It is expected that 
the Third Regiment will be recruited 
to its full strength in a few days. The 
recruiting, mustering, equipping and 
placing into the field of the present 
great army of nearly three hundred 
thousand, in less than ninety days, 
nearly every man having to undergo 
a strict examination, is regarded by 
army experts as a wonderful achieve- 
ment. Officers representing the great 
armies of European nations, have been 
amazed at the work atcomplished, and 
admit frankly that Europe contains 
little of such fighting material as is 
to be found in abundance in the United 
States.

swers Aguinaldo’s Letter.

LONDON, July 23.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A dispatch to the Daily News 
from Berlin says the powers, with the 
exception of Great Britain, arrived at 
an agreement, though only negative in 
terms, regarding the future of the 
Philippines. They concur that they will 
not allow the islands to be annexed by 
the United States, and will not consent, 
to an Anglo-American protectorate, 
which idea is believed to be cherished 
in influential quarters in Washington. 

NEWS FROM CAVITE. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

HONGKONG, July 22.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Under date of July 19, the 
correspondent at Cavite forwards the 
following advices: : | 

“Everybody is hard at work now, 
preparatory to landing the troops of 
the second expedition. The troops are 
in the finest spirits, and all of them 
are eager for the attack on the city to 
begin. They hope for action ‘goon, and 
express confidence in being able to 
compel the surrender of the city be- 
fore the arrival of Gen. Merritt with 
the third expedition from San Fran- 
cisco. 

“Aguinaldo, the insurgent leader, 
sent a reply yesterday afternoon to 
Gen. Anderson’s letter, which the 
American commander sent him Sunday 
through Maj. Jones, the chief quarter- 
master, with reference to the natives 
furnishing men, carts and animals to 
move the American -equippage and 
stores to the place selected for the en- 
campment of the troops. It is impos- 
sibe to learn what Aguinaldo said in 
reply. Anderson has, however, for- 
warded an answer to Aguinaldo’s lat- 
est communication, but declines to dis- 
close the contents of either letter. 

“It is the abiding desire of Dewey 
and Anderson and Green to take the 
city with the least possible loss of life 
and Gamage to property. Dewey- does 
not wish to shell the city, except as 
a last resort, and there is daily hope 
that Augusti will recognize the hope- 
lessness of his situation and will send 
out a white flag to surrender, asking 
nothing more than protection from the 
insurgents. A prominent Englishman 
of Manila is strong in view that once 
American land and naval forces move 
on the Spanish works in _ concert, 
Augusti will weaken and cease his op- 


, position to the peaceful entry of our 


forces. He is in extreme terror of the 
insurgents, however, and certainly will 
demand protection against them. 

“Cruiser Boston, just above Parana- 
que, occupies a splendid position 
where she can protect the California 
volunteers who form the American ad- 
vance, and at the same time deliver an 
enfilading fire on the Spanish fortifica- 
tions. The Spaniards evidently saw 
the advantage that had been gained, by 
moving up in front of their present 
position, for they made an unsuccess- 
ful sortie in force against the advanced 
insurgenttrenches, From these trenches 
they would be in a far better position 
to oppose the American advance. 
Through it all, the Americans did not 
fire a shot, though the Californians 
were eager to mix in the fight. It 
is not the American intention to do 
things piecemeal, so they may not go 
into action at all until they are ready 
for a grand attack. 

GARCIA REPORTED ROUTED. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 

SANTIAGO, July 21, via Port An- 
tonio, July 22.—[{Exchusive Dispatch.] 
Great excitement was caused at San- 
tiago today .by the story brought in by 
Cubans that over 4000 Cuban in- 
surgents, composing Garcia’s army for 
the eastern department of Cuba, were 
routed in a flerce engagement with a 
detachment of Spanish troops bound 
for Santiago to surrender. In this ba 
tle, which took place at a point several 
miles to the north of this city, forty- 
one Cubans were killed, the Cubans 
say, and many more were wounded. 
The Spanish loss was much smaller. 

Nothing happening in this vicinity 
recently has taken American officers 
and troops so completely by surprise 
as the story of the battle between the 
Cubans and Spaniards. Our troops had 
come to look upon the insurgents as 
eaters, rather than fighters, and they 
scarcely believed the reports that Gar- 
cia’s men had lain in ambush and had 
opened the fight by attacking the Span- 
ish troops. The correspondent has been 
unable to learn as yet whether Gar- 
cia was aware of the number of the 
enemy he was attacking. If he thought 
he had encountered a smal! force of 
Spaniards and could overpower them 
easily, it was a grave mistake, appar- 
ently. There are at least 5000 Spaniards 
in the body, according to the report, 
and they drove Garcia’s men into full 
retreat a few hours after the battle be- 
gan. 

When the Cuban general withdrew his 
troops to the mountal#is he resolved 
to move on Holguin, sixty miles north- 
west of this city, and take possession 
on their own accoynt, and there set up 
an insurgent government, making that 
place the Cuban headquarters of the 
eastern department, 

It is a question as to which were the 
more surprised, the Cubans or _ the 


Spaniards, when the two bodies of 


troops met. The Spaniards had -been 
gathered from fortified towns in the 
vicinity and were proceeding to San- 
tiago, seeking to carry out in good 
faith the agreement made with Shafter. 
Garcia ordered his men to form, so that 
they would be concealed in the chap- 
arral, hoping to annihilate the first sec- 
tion of the Spanish troops. But the 
Spaniards fought fiercely, and Garcia’s 
ambuscade was a failure. He then sent 
word demanding a surrender forthwith: 
The Spanish commander returned an 
emphatic refusal.

MANILA MAIL, 


Dewey Has Been Most Cour- 


teous and Obliging. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT,] 

MANILA, June 29.—[Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.] The British 
gunboat Swift arived here a few days 
ago from Hongkong with mails, which 
it was thought the American naval 
commander, Rear-Admiral Dewey, 
might not see his way to pass for fear 
of a ‘technical breach of the blockade, 
but he made no objection. So all the 
rails went ashore, and a blessing they 
were to the poor blockaded Manila res- 
idents. There are business firms with 
immense interests at stake, all depend- 
ing on mail advices, now that the tele- 
Sraph cables are cut. For a few days 
the Iloilo cable was used, messages be- 
ing forwarded thence by boat to La- 
buan, but that did not last long, for 
the Americans found: out that the 
Spaniards were communicating with 
their home government on war mat- 
ters, and so they stopped it. The last 
message said a squadron of four ar- 
mored cruisers, accompanied by coal 
ships and convoying torpedo boats and 
troop ships, with 12,000 soldiers on 
board, had left Spain for the Philip- 
pines. 

Admiral Dewey has been most cour- 
teous and obliging. He readily gave 
permission to visit the arsenal at Ca- 
vite, where, however, there is nothing 
of interest to be seen. Cavite is on a 
low, sandy spot about eight miles from 
Manila, as the crow flies, but nearly 
thirty miles by road, as there is a 
broad bay intervening, and the shores 
are swampy for some distance inland. 
The Cavite Peninsula points in the di- 
rection of Manila, and is joined to the 
mainland by a low, narrow isthmus, 
where in last year’s rebellion two 
hoadies of Spanish troops met and mis- 


took each other for rebels, and prac- 
tically annihilated each ~otherfover a 
thousand of the soldiers losing their 
lives through the blunder. At the end 
of the peninsula are two points, a large 
one outside named Sangley; a-smalier 
one,.Cavite proper, on the inner side, 
jutting out between the upper and 
lower parts of Cavite Bay. 

On Sangley Point is the slip-way for 
repairing ships, and a small battery of 
two Krupp 1l5-centimeter guns. At Ca- 
vite arsenal several of the oldest type 
of .Armstrong muzzle-loading 6-inch 
guns are mounted, apparently for orna- 
ment with symmetrical mounds of 
round shot alongside. In the arsenal 
enclosure are buildings of the usual 
sort, machine sheds, ammunition, 
stores, etc. The engine shop is: kept in 
geod order by the Americans. It is 
smal but useful. The machinery mostly 
bears the names of English makers, and 
has been maintained in a satisfactory 
state of repair. All the rest—magazines, 
officers’ quarters, hospital and bar- 
racks—had been looted, first by the 
Spaniards, then by the rebels. Here 
and there the buildings show a grea! 
shot hole, but there was little shelling 
of the place. 

The Spanish ships in the bay, how- 
ever, tell a pitiful and terrible tale. The 
poor old Castilla is the worst, though 
she shows the least, for she is now 
almost entirely submerged. She was a 
wooden cruiser, and all her woodwork 
was burned to the water’s edge, leaving 
only the metal skeleton, the ribs and 
frames, funnels, ventilators and hoists 
and gun shields, battered, perforated 
in a thousand spots and hammered and 
twisted out of position and almost out 
of recognition. She is a wonderful tes- 
timony to the destructiveness of mod- 
ern weapons well handled. It is the 
most shocking object lesson that the 
friends of peace could possibly adduce— 
to picture a number of men and boys 
cooped up for two days on a floating 
target to be shotto pieces with large 
and small projectiles, mangling, muti- 
lating and murdering mercilessly. 

The Castilla was so old that when 
she had perforce to venture out of Ma- 
nila Bay to go thirty miles to Subig, 
the working of the propeller shaft in 
the tubs started the timbers, and she 
leaked too fast for thé pumps to keep 
her floating. She had to be beached 
gently at Subig till the timbers could 
be patched up with cement. When her 
guns were fired she again started to 
fill with water. It was an enormity, a 
crime, ever to put such a vessel in the 
fighting line. To make men fight in 
such a coffin ship was simply diabolical. 

The Reina Christina is less_ sub- 
merged, less burned, but shows more 
battering. Of her bridge only the star- 
board supports and a foot or two of the 
bridge itself remain, the rest evidently 
being blown into atoms by a shell 
which went on and struck the funnel 
near the base and apparently exploded 
inside, causing a dreadful havoc in the 
engine room. 

It is thought that unless peace is 
signed without further delay Manila is 
a doomed city, for the insurgents are 
closing in rapidly and the city could no 


more survive a big battle than a house. 


of cards could withstand a typhoon. 
Miere is a rich seaport, a metropolis 
almost as large as Liverpool; the ma- 
jority of the buildings of a highly-in- 


flammable type, fires are frequent in 
ordinary times, and a little sheling 
would burn the whole city to the 


ground. Here is a population of a quar- 
ter of a million full-blooded Malays, 
ordinarily indolent but intensely ex- 
citable on occasions and capable of any- 
thing, such as the storming of the city 
by their kinsmen under the insurgent 
flag. 

Neither the place nor the people can 
go through a week of what Paris had 
to endure fer six weeks. Yet the 
Spaniards are as desperately unyielding 
as the French were in 1870, as confident 
in their unavailing valor, as ignorant 
of the '‘irresistibie forces they defy. 

Every day and all day there is an 
exodus from the city. stimulated every 
few days by some new scare. Large, 
clumsy river boats, towed by stéam 
launches or poled by natives, start up 
the river, conveying families and goods. 
and come down again for more. Every 
road leading out of the city is thronged 
day after day with similar traffic, until 
the roads are, one by one, declared un- 
safe beyond stated points on account 
of the insurgents. 

The first news of Aguinaldo’s advance 
on the city increased the refugee move- 
ment, but now he is reported within 
nine miles of the city limits and com- 
plete panic prevails. Soldiers are being 
hurried to the front, and are coming 
back horribly slashed with the forest- 
ers’ knives of the natives. All day long 
the wounded are fighting through the 
streets, a pitiful procession after the 
bravery and trumpeting that heralded 
their departure. The careless swagger 
and the haughty strut which charac- 
terized the Spanish scoldiery in the 
streets of Manila have given place to a 
weary shuffle and a sullen trudge. 

It is pitiful to see so many school- 
boys valiantly taking part in the war, 
and most of the men here have never 
been out of their native villages until 
now. The boyish appearance is not 
lessened by the uniforms, which look 
almost a. burlesque. A light straw 
hat, high in the crown and wide in the 
brim, like that of the typical stage 
brigand; blue-striped cotton clothes, a 
black leather belt and footgear of 
many sorts. Many of the poor fel- 
lows have no shoes at all. and they 
get their feet shockingly lacerated in 
the country. It is said that over 66 
per cent. of the army hospital cases 
are feet festering from thorns. The 
Spanish army suggests comic opera. 
There are bulky Falstaffian officers, 
swarming about the cafés and beer sal- 
oons. Spanish officers might at any 
rate devote two or three hours per 
day to the question ‘whether there 
is anything in the world worse than an 
officer asleep on a beer-shop lounge in 
the forenoon when the nemy is at the 
gates of the city. 

The rank and file can only be pitied. 
There are whole regiments of strip- 
lings, not long out from Spain, pictur- 
esquely attired, ready and willing to 
do anything and never count the odds, 
not even flinching from death. But 
they cannot fight hecause they are not 
ee and their leaders are incapa- 

e, 

The Philippine native, like all the 
kindred Malay races, cannot do any 
fighting as a rule, except at close 
quarters, slashing with his heavy knife. 
The weapon is much the same. be it 
called a machete or bolo, or mailan, or 
Paray or Kris. The plan of action is 
the same, -to rush in unexepectedly 
and hack about without the slightest 
attempt at self-protection. 

The Mauser rifle in hard work is 
found to be a mistake. It has a case 
of five cartridges, which have to be all 
used before any others can be inserted. 
That is to say, if a soldier has oc- 
casion to fire three cartridges, he must 
go on and waste the other two or else 
leave himself to meet a possible sud- 
den rush with only two rounds in his 
rifle. Perhaps it may be the fault of 
the men or their misfortune in being 


undrilled, but they are often knifed 
while in the act of reloading their 
rifles. Whatever be the explanation,

The 
badges of innumerable other officers 
are minutely dealt with in the pro- 
clamation. 

“Mr. Williams, the United States Con- 
sul at Manila, ‘has written as follows 
to Mr. Wildman, the American Consul 
at Hongkong: ‘If the United States 
would be the suzerain and protecting 
power, Aguinaldo would hoist our flag 
and look to us for honor and emolu- 
ment which would be liberal and last- 
ing, and would be followed by the larg- 
est measure of sole advantage to his 
people.’” 

SICK BROUGHT IN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CINCINNATI, July 22.—A_ special 
hospital train arrived at Newport, Ky., 
this afternoon over the Cincignati 
Southern. It brought 135 sick soldiers 
irom Tampa to the hospital at Fort 
Thomas. Two previous trains had 
brought 225 wounded and sick soldiers 
to Fort Thomas, making a total of 366 
now in the hospital at that place. Two 
lead bodies were taken from the train, 
and the reticence of the surgeons and 
other attendants caused sensational re- 
ports in Newport and at Fort Thomas.

PORTO RICO TRADE. 


Review by the Foreign Market 


Bureau. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 22.—The trade 
between the United States and Porto 
Rico is reviewed in a bulletin issued by 
the Secretary of Agriculture, compiled 
under the direction of Frank H. Hitch- 
cock, chief of the foreign market sec- 
tion. Special efforts to secure the most 
reliable and complete data were made, 
owing to the avowed intention of the 
administration to make the island a 
permanent possession. 

The official returns show that our 
commercial transactions. with Porto 
Rico during the fiscal year 1897, jyst 
closed, amounted in value to $4,169,912, 
the least since the civil war, except in 
1895, when it fell to $3,340,066. The 
highest market was in 1873, when im- 
ports and exports had a combined vale 
of $13,870,925. Subsequently the trade 
declined rapidly, and in less than a 
decade it had fallen off more than one- 
half. The average annual trade fell 
from $6,017,785 for 1888-92 to $4,836,817 in 
1893-97. 

The reciprocity treaty in force in 
the three fiscal years 1892-94 consider- 
ably augmented the trade, the average 
annually in that period being $6,159,794, 
against $5,867,604 for three preceding 
years, and $3,969,572 in three years fol- 
lowing. While our imports from Porto 
Rico increased very little during that 
treaty period, there was an important 
gain in volume of our exports to the 
island. 

The shrinkage in our trade -with 
Porto Rico is traceable mainly to the 
falling off in our imports from. the 
island. The value of the merchandise 
we now send to Porto Rico closely ap- 
proximates the value of the goods we 
receive in return. Formerly our im- 
ports were largely in excess of our ex- 
ports. While the annual value of the 
latter has remained practically sta- 
tionary, that of imports has gradually 
been declining, until in the last five 
years the average excess of the latter 
over. the former was only $394,561 
against an excess of $8,784,607 in 1872. 
In 1895, for the first time in the history 
of the trade, our shipments there ex- 
ceeded our importations, the balance 
being $327,932. 

Agricultural products play the most 
imvortant part of this commerce, being 
over 80 per cent. 'rxavalue of merchan- 
dise exported and imported. Our im- 
ports are almost entirely agricultural. 
Non-agricultural commodities also 
form less than 40 per cent. of our ex- 
ports there. Sugar is the most im- 
portant of the imports, comprising 
nearly 75 per cent. of e@ll imports and 
would form 
over 95 per cent. Fruits, nuts and 
spices are other important agricultural 
imports, 

The average annual imports of coffee 
for the last five years was 164,769 
pounds, worth $32,671. This item has 
declined about two-thirds in the last 
decade. The leading non-agricultural 
imports from there are perfumery and 
cosmetics, chemicals, drugs and dyes, 
unmanufactured wood and salt. Bread- 
stuffs and meat products in value form 
neariy 95 per cent. of our agricultural 
exports to Porto Rico. Wheat, flour, 
the leading export, reached a value of 
$570,619 between 1893-97. During the last 
five years, the average annual value of 
the meat exports returned at $662,576, 
was sglihtly larger than that of ex- 
ported breadstuffs, the latter declining 
and the former increasing during’ the 
last decade. Wood and its manufectures 
of iron and steel constitute over one- 
half of non-agricultural exports. to 
Porto Rico, minerals, oil and coal also 
being items.

Members Believe in America’s Good 

Intentions and Will Lend Fall- 
est Co-operation—Investigatian 
of the Alleged Misunderstanding 
Promised. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, July 22.—After a con- 
sultation with the officers of the Cuban 
junta today, the following statement 
was given out by Domingo Mendez Ca- 
pote, the Vice-President of the Cuban 
republic: 

“T have not received any official in- 
formation concerning the reported 
misunderstanding between Gen. Garcia 
and Gen. Shafter. If there has been 
any such misunderstanding, I regret it 
very much. As to the letter to Gen. 
Shafter accredited to Gen. Garcia, if 
authentic, i@ states that Gen, Garcia 
has referred the matter to our civil 
government and to his commander-in- 
chief. 

“IT, personally, then acting Secretary 
of War ad interim, draughted the reso- 
lution passed by the civil government 


May 12, 1898, pledging the most com- 
plete coiperation with the American 
forces. We fully appreciate the great 


and generous conduct of the United 
States in coming to our aid for the sole 
purpose of liberating us from the Span- 
ish yoke, and we have the utmost faith 
in the pledges made in our behalf that 
we may enjoy our liberty in an inde- 
pendent republic. Under the circum- 
stances, we will certainly fulfill pledges 
we have made as to complete co- 
operation, and will do all in our power 
to expel the common enemy as soon as 
possible, following such plans as may 
be suggested by the American com- 
manders and in every Way assuming 
our part in the conflict. 

“T will return to Cuba as soon as 
possible, and there on the ground, will 
fully investigate and report as to ex- 
isting differences. I am absolutely 
convinced and I can state with author- 
ity that the objects of the American 
administration are identical with those 
proclaimed by us. The intention on 
our part was published in all our docu- 
ments, and more especially in the proc- 
lamation of President Passo, dated 
April 24, 1898. which was passed in ac- 
cordance with a resolution passed by 
our council of government. This proc- 
lamation pledges the perfect security 
of life and property of all residents of 
Cuba, whatever may be their nation- 
ality and political faith. 

“The proclamation of President Mc- 
Kinley concerning the establishment 
of an American military government 
expresses these identical objects. I 
have carefully examined the document, 
and, in view of my convictions as to 
the object of the American admin- 
istration, comprehend that this procia- 
mation fairly states the position which 
the United States will assume in Cuba. 
and I believe it to be very reasonable 
and practicable. As the proclamation 
states that al) the political relations 
of the inhabitants in Cuba have ceased. 
it follows that all functionaries and 
institutions representing Spain have 
also passed away.

Refugees Returning to the City.

NEW kK, July .—f Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A World's Santiago special 
says changes in the administration of 
affairs have been accomplished with- 
out disorder or friction. Only ‘Ameri- 
can troops are allowed in the city, and 
many of them are engaged in policing 
cleaning the streets. The main body 
of our troops have moved to camps on 
higher and healthier ground, and the 
sick rate is diminishing. The men are 
none the worse for their Rhard work, 
and are anxious to accompany the 
Porto Rico expedition. Only 800 have 
been permitted to do so, Gen. Wood 
is directing the administration of city 
affairs, restoring order and encouraging 
trading. 

Spanish troops are jawaiting 
deportation, but are not especially anx- 
ious to go; many will remain here. 
Gen. Toral is dispirited, and says ‘his 
losses were heavy. The official report 
of Gen. Shafter was forwarded to Sec- 
retary Alger a day or two ago. Refu- 
gees who have returned to the city are 
being fed. Food is very scarce and 
costly. A cargo of fresh meat has 
arrived, and the army is enjoying 
its first hearty meal for a tong time. 

The yellow fever quarantine is very 
strict. Gen. Shafter spends his time 
with the troops. The Red Cross steam- 
er, State of Texas, sailed for New York 
today. President's proclamation 
creating a military government satis- 
fies the residents. 


THEY KICK. 
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Unsuccessful Bidders to Enjoin 


the Government. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, July 23.—The World 
says that a lawyer has been retained 
by the steamship companies who were

SACRAMENTO, July 22.—At 4:30 
o'clock this morning a terrible accident 
took place on the Central Pacific Rail- 
road, opposite Towles Station, in Placer 
“county. Three persons were killed and 
“four others painfilly injured. 

At 10 o'clock last night a fruit train 
bound for the East pulled out of the 
Sacramento station, with Thomas Kelly 


| as the engineer and A. L. Perry as the, 


were 


fireman on board locomotive No, 1993. 
As the train was toiling up the steep 
grade past the station of Duteh Flat 
the engine exploded. The roar was ter- 
rific, shaking the surrounding hills and 
the buildings of the town. The locomo- 
tive was completely wrecked. 

Engineer Kelly, Fireman Perry and 
@ coal passer, supposed to be a tramp 
working his way over the mountains 
and whose name is unknown, were In- 
stantly killed. Their bodies were hurled 
a long distance from the engine and 
fri¢htfully mangled. Coroner 
Mitchell of Placer county took charge 
of the remains. 

The explosion occurred just opposite 
the boarding-house of J. B. Faller, a 
frame building. injuring four persons. 
Fragments of iron flew in every direc- 
tion from the wrecked locomotive and 
did considerable damage to the Faller 
building. 

MRS. J. R. FALLER was painfully 
cut about the head and hands. 

RAYMOND FALLER ,aged 10, was 
severely cut and bruised. 

LAWRENCE FALLER, aged 6, had 
his head @adly cut. 

HENRY DISQUE of Colfax was hurt 
in the back, and it is believed that sev- 
eral of his ribs were broken. 

Qne car was thrown from the track, 
but was not damaged. 

Engineer Kelly has been in the serv- 

fice of thé railroad company for a long 
time, but has only been an engineer for 
a@bout a year. He served for several 
years as.a fireman. He was considered 
one of the most promising engineers 
in the service of the company. He was 
@ native of Iowa, aged 32 years. His 
home was in this city, where he leaves 
a wife. : 
* Fireman L. A. Perry, who also lost 
his life by the explosion, was but 24 
years of age. His parents live at Oleta, 
Amador county. He has been in the 
employ of the company about two 
years. Last night he took the place of 
Fireman Leitch, who started to his 
Place in the cab, but who became ill 
before reaching the roundhouse and re- 
turned to his home. 

The cause of the explosion is, of 
course, unknown, and never will be 
fxnown. Local railroad officials say the 
Pmollers of the locomotive were thor- 
Oughiy tested a short time ago and re- 
ported to be in first-class condition.

ten civilians. Brig.-Gen. Otis will com- 
mand the expedition.

days, and every effort will be made to 
start them off together. With the de- 
parture of these two vessels 19,000 troops 
will have left San Francisco for Ma- 
nila, and several thousand will still be 
here. Just what disposition will be 
made of the latter is not yet known, 
although it ws firmly believed that 
they will eventually follow the other 
troops to the Philippifies, and possi- 
bly more will come from the East, if 
the threatened troubles with insurgents 
about Manila grow more serious. 

Maj. Ruhlin, the quartermaster, was 
to have sailed on the Rio tomorrow, 
but orders came from Washington for 
him to remain, as there would prob- 
ablly be other transports to- be in- 
spected and other work in his depart- 
ment. He will give special attention to 
the repairs on the Scandia. In spite 
of persistent rumors that this or that 
commander has been chosen for the 
Scandia and Arizona, nothing has been 
decided on as yet. Gen. Merriam 
has not communicated his decision, if 
he has yet made one, to anybody. 

The Arizona is likely to cause trou- 
ble for Uncle Sam if a change of crew 
is not made. Other than the officers, 
who are all Americans, the crew con- 
sists of eighty-five Chinese, and the 
local labor organizations are consid- 
erably agitated regarding the matter. 
A protest will be made against the 
retention of the coolies, and a demand 
will be made that white men be em- 
ployed in all departments. 

DON’T WANT ‘TO MOVE.

FIREMAN KILLED AND ENGINEER 
= BADLY WOUNDED. 


Pluck of the Messenger Saves the 
Treasure—The Dynamite Failed 
—to Explode—Officers Arrive on 
the Scene and Bandi¢s Retreat. 
Reward Offered. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HOUSTON (Tex.,) July 22.—Details 
of the hold-up on the Santa Fé near 
Forth Worth last night show it to 
have been one of the boldest ever at- 
tempted in Texas. The train reached 
Saginaw about midnight. Two men 
crawled over the tender, and, -»without 
a word, opened fire on the engineer and 
fireman. 

Fireman W. W. Whitmaker was 
struck in the head and breast, and fell 
to the floor of the cab dead. Engineer 
Joseph Williams was shot in the lett 
leg and so badly hurt that he was un- 
able to obey the command of the ban- 
dits to start the engine. 

The robbers then threw the engineer 
and the body of the fireman to the 
ground, where they afterward were 
found by the relief force, and took 
charge of the train, which they run to 
within three miles of Fort Worth. Here 
they were joined by two other robbers. 
The four men went to the express car 
and demanded admittance, but Mes- 
senger Howard refused to open the 
door. A stick of dynamite was placed 
under the car with the fuse lighted, 
and the bandits retreated to avoid the 
explosion. 

The fuse failed to explode the charge, 
and before it could be fixed four officers 
had reached the scene and opened fire, 
but the bandits escaped. Some sev- 
enty shots were exchanged, one officer 
being hit. Pe 

A reward of $1000 for each man has 
been offered, and several posses are in 
pursuit. The dead fireman was buried 
today. 


PARIS EXPOSITION. 


Delay in Legislation May Impair the 
Exhibits. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, July 23.—Ferdinand W. 
Peck said today that the headquarters 
of the Commissioner-General to the 
Paris Exposition will be at once es- 
tablished at the Auditorium Bulding. 
Chicago. Offices will also be promptly 
opened in New York and Paris. The 
assistant commissioner will probably 
have charge of the New York office. 

“The delay in enacting the necessary 
legislation,” he said, ‘‘will impair the 
selection of the United States exhibits, 
as many intending exhibitors nave al- 
ready withdrawn, owing to insuffi- 
cient time to manufacture certain 
things contemplated. This is espec- 
ially true of the Electricity Depart- 
ment. Other nations have been at 
work for more than a year. Under 
the rule of the Paris Exposition the 
exhibits must be listed and approved 
before the exposition opens. 

“We will, however, endeavor to meet 
the situation and hope to be able to re- 
flect credit upon our nation.” 


Immense Steel Plant. 


CHICAGO, July 22.—A company of 
German capitalists and steel manu- 
facturers has begun the contsruction 
of an immense steel plant upon ground 
purchased from the Pullman Company, 
just outside the limits of Pullman, 
and will undertake the production of 
steel upon a large scale. Twenty 
acres of ground are to be covered with 
buildings. 

The new plant will be one of the largest 
steel-producing works in America, and 
means the active competition of the 
German manufacturers with Ameri- 
can producers upon their own ground.

HUEY IS RELEASED.

CHICAGO DIVINE SERVES HOT 
ON “GUNNERY.” 


He Tells the Chautauqua Assembly 
That There Should Be More Gun- 
powder in Religion—Interesting 
Talk on “Breadmaking’’— Good 
Roads Day, 


_ LONG BEACH, July 22.—[{Regular Corre- 
Spondence.] A Baptist minister, Rev. P. S. 
Henson of Chicago, entertained. the Chau- 
tauqua Assembly today with an application 
of the principles of artillery service to every- 
day life. One of the morning hours was spent 
in learning how to make bread as it should 
be. There was also a pleasant variety of 
musical and elocutionary features. 
SHOTS ON “GUNNERY.” 

The prelude to this afternoon’s lecture 
opened with a selection by the Ladies’ Lore- 
lei Quartette, and an encore was demanded. 
A. H. Cogswell rendered a vocal solo so ac- 
ceptably that he was called on for another. 
Miss Beulah Wright recited acceptably. 

ev. P. S. Henson, pastor of the First 
Baptist Church of Chicago, spoke on ‘‘Gun- 
nery.’’ Mr. Henson has the clean-shaven 
upper and lower lips, and close-cropped 
beard that are usually associated with the 
idea of a deacon. When he took the plat- 
form he spoke slowly and sternly. His hear- 
ers looked sad and seemed to feel like a lit- 
tle boy when a minister pats him on the 
head and utters solemn words of praise. 
Just then Mr. Henson said something that 
made everybody laugh, and most of them, 
somehow, couldn't stop laughing until he 
had finished. 

“In line with my subject,’’ said he, in 
part, “I propose to compare men with guns, 
and some men with sons of guns. The trou- 
ble with us Americans is that he can’t take 
time to do anything. If we start to build a 
house, the structure is Mable to be tumblnig 
in almost before the roof is on. Some months 
ago I arrived in a little town—it wasn’t Chi- 
cago—in North Carolina at about 1 o'clock 
inthe afternoon.. The outgoing truin was made 
I inquired of the con- 
ductor how soon he would start, and he said 
in about a minute. I asked him how it was 
expected that anybody could get anything 
to eat if there was no more time than that 
allowed between trains. He asked if I hadn’t 
had my dinner yet, and when I told him I 
hadn’t he said I could just step into the 
depot and get my dinner and he would hold 
the train for me. So I began to eat, and 
pretty soon the conductor came in and 
stepped up to where I was. I thought most 
likely he had come to tell me he couldn’t 
hold the train any longer, and so I began 
bolting my meal at a lively pace. 

*““*My friend,’ said the conductor, ‘You 
mustn’t eat so fast; you'll get the dyspep- 
sia. Take your time. There’s nothing doing 
at the other end of the line, and the train 
can just as well wait.’ 

‘“‘We hop, skip and jump through life, and 
it’s mostly skip. There are the eclectic 
courses of education, and there is a great 
deal of superficial learning. I realize the 
eager impatience of most young peaple to 
get through their school life and to be 
ing something, but I would advise them to 
take plenty of time. 

“I want to thank the Lord for the fact 
that we have gunpowder. In the olden days 
men used to fight hand-to-hand, but now 
their weapons of warfare kill at a distance, 
and I am sure that if I were to be killed in 
war I would prefer to come to my death 
in that way. I know that it is fashionable 
to suppress the feelings, but I don’t believe 
in doing it. There are a great many 
churches that are dying of propriety. It was 
only the other day that a man asked if the 
members of a certain church were all har- 
monious. ‘O, yes;’ said a good brother, 
"they're frozen solid.’ 

The idea seems to be prevalent that in 
church you mustn’t make any disturbance 
for fear that you'll wake the dead. We ought 
to have more high pressure, and more gun- 
powder in the church. There is too much 
truth in the remark that the reason why the 
theater is mostly filled and the cathedral 
is mostly empty is that in the theater fiction 
is made to a por like truth, while in the 
cathedral tru is made to appear like fic- 


tion. But gunpowder alone won’t do the 
work. You must fire solid shot. Then, 
again, you must be sure of your aim. There 


is an awful waste of 
the aim is not true.”’

“BREAD-MAKING.” 

A lecture on “Bread making’’ was one of 
the features of this morning’s session. It 
was delivered by Mrs. Grace Dutton, and 
Was accompanied by a practical demonstra- 
tion. She told of the processes of making 
Vienna bread and French roll. The former, 
she explained, is made with sweet milk, 
and the latter with water, salt and yeast. 
“The French roll,’’ said she, ‘“‘is the best 
bread for invalids because it ‘s baked slowly 
and uniformly, and the yeast plant con- 
tained in the dough is entirely destroyed by 
the heat, so that it cannot grow in one’s 
stomach. Bread should be baked in geingle 
paue instead of one large pan, with several 
oaves together. That precaution will tend 
to insure the thorough baking of all por- 
tions, including the center. The French roll 
is one of the best kinds of bread for making 
toast. It can be more readily ‘pulled.’ The 
best, and, in fact, the only way to properly 
grind wheat entire-flour is with the old-fash- 
‘oned burr stones.”’ 

“OLD AND YOUNG AMBRICA.” 

Thursday, evening’s exercises were opened 
with prayer by Rev. S. C. Kendall, pastor 
of the Long Beach Congregational Church. 
In the prelude to the lecture Ray Condit 
made his first public appearance as a 
whistling soloist, and was recalled to whistle 
again. iss Nina Clarice Cuthbert recited

and recitation was demaded. A 
vocal solo by Miss Lillie Scanlon was en- 
cored. y Rev. P. S. Henson, the lec- 
turer of the evening, was presented, the 
Chautauqua salute was given for the first 
time in this assembly. For a moment the 
audience was overspread with a fluttering 
sea of wig-wagging handkerchiefs. 

Mr. Henson spoke on “Old and Young 
America.’’ He gave in brief an account of 
how this country was settled, by whom it 
was settled, and the institutions that were 
established by its founders. Then he stated 
the condition of the country as it exists 
today. He reviewed the struggle which Chi- 
cago had with her Anarchists, and her vic- 
tory over them. Comparison was made be- 
tween the anarchistic assassin with a bomb 
under his coat tail seeking out the one 
whom he is to kill, and the saloon, as he 
put it, throwin bombs __ indiscriminately 
among the people of the land. “Chicago,” 
he declared, ‘“‘did a grand thing when she 
hung her anarchists. but the American peo- 
ple, instead of hanging their bomb-throwers 
of the whisky-selling persuasion, make 
counciimen of them.”’ 

The speaker said that governments may 
change or be overthrown, but law must 
never be trampled under. foot. The mayor of 
a city has no right to thread his way among 
the ordinances of his municipality, as is 
often done, and select for enforcement only 
such as please him. It is his duty to enforce 
all ordinances, regardless of his own likes 
and dislikes. question of 
foreign immigration, the speaker presented 
a rather radical view. He said that if the 
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saloon were removed from this county, fore 
eign immigration coyld come in as fast as it 
pleased and the coitry could assimilate it. 

“The only flog that shall wave over this 
land,” declared in conclusion, “is the 
Stars and Stripes.’’ There can be no Irish 
ticket or any other foreign ticket. Every 
ballot must be American and every man 
must be a devout supporter of the flag.

Mr Davis, is himself a man of consider- 
able means, for, after losing all the 
ready cash he had, it is said that he 
gave “Poker” a check for $500 on a 
Chicago bank, to cover the balance of 
his losses. “Poker” prefers cash in 
such cases, but, nevertheless, willingly 
accepts an. equivalent on paper, and 
takes his chances of ever getting the 
coin of the realm for it. Of course, in 
the event that the check is not hon- 
ored, “Poker” loses nothing but his 
time, anyway, and if that’s worth any- 
thing—but that’s really a matter of 
mere individual opinion. 

According to the accepted story, the 
Chicago man came to Los Angeles last 
December to spend the winter. Some 
months after, tiring of the monotony 
of vacation life, he took to card-play~- 
ing as a relaxation. Shortly before 
his departure from the city, the story 
goes, he sat in an all-night game with 
‘Poker’ Davis and some of the latter's 
allies. In this game the stranger is 
said to have lost all the cash he had 
with him, though the amount is not 
known, and in addition gave a check 
for $500 in lieu of payment in eash 
of other losses, 

As soon as the banks opened next 
morning “Poker” is said to have taken 
the check to his repository. The Chi- 
cago benk honored the signature of the 
check and paid the money to their locat 
egents, and “Poker” through them got 
his $500, ‘ 

For some reason not clear the Chi- 
cago man protested the payment of the 
check rather late, at any rate, after 
it had been honored by his Chicago 
bankers, When he learned that 
“Poker” had secured the amount of 


the check, he called on Chief Glass with | 


some friends, and began his queries 
and conversation in a rather unusual, 
and certainly very ingenious way. He 
asked the Chief what the local repu- 
tation ,of ‘‘Poker” Davis was, and 
being told that in the Chief’s opinion 
it was not very good, the Chicago man 
asked Chief Glass if he would be willing 
to make affidavit to that effect. Asked 
for the necessity for such action, he 
is said by the Chief to have replied 
that he was certain “Poker” Davis had 
forged his name to a check for $500. 
He admitted having played cards with 
“Poker”, but denied positively that he 
gave him a check for $500. The Chief 
told him that if his purpose was to 
bring action against “Poker” Davis 
for forgery, he would not sign an affi- 
davit of any kind, remarking that he 
did not believe “Poker” would be 
guilty of forgery.

let the matter drop where it was. But 
he did not, 

An hme. as he returned to Chicago 
he is said to have called on his bankers 
and threatened to make them stand for 
the $500 they paid on the check he al- 
legeqg ‘Poker’ forged Nis signature to, 
By a comparison of the signature in 
the bank with that on the disputed 
e¢heck the man was convinced by the 
bankers that it was best for him not 
to say anything more about it. And he 
didn’t. 

A director of the Chicago bank was 
on a visit here a few days ago, and 
called on Chief Glass. The banker is 
said to have asserted that he was sure 
his Chicago client had signed the check, 

Anyway, from all accounts, “Poker” 
Davis made $500 or more on a certain 
night not long ago. “Poker,” rer- 
haps, has made more money than this 
at one sitting, and he may consider 
$500 a trifling amount, but not all make 
so easy and lucrative a living as he. 
It proves that the old police adage 
that “a sucker is.born every day,” is 
true, and that right here the features 
for poker-playing, from the “profes- 
sional” standpoint, are very good and 
fattening. 3 

“Poker,” of course, When asked about 
this story, smiled and said there was 
nothing in it, at any rate, he added, 
he had no recollection of it. But 
then, ““Poker’’ has often said chat he 
has a short memory.

The verdict of manslaughter returned 
by the jury in the Vignolo murder trial 
yesterday was a compromise one. There 
were jurors who believed that the de- 
fendant ought to be set free, and oth- 
ers wh obelieved that the ends of jus- 
tice would be subserved by sending Vig- 
nolo to the State’s prison for life. In- 
stead of these opposing jurors adopting 
a dogmatic and obstinate stand they 
split the difference of the opinions, and 
returned a verdict of manslaughter 
with a recommendation to mercy. 

Judge Allen yesterday handed down 
an opinion which disposes of the De 
Grazzia common-law marriage case. He 
holds that the marriage was established 
by the testimony and makes an order 
for maintenance. De Grazzia now oc- 
cupies the curious position of being le- 
gally united to two wives. The com- 
mon-law marriage has been established 
by Judge Allen’s ruling, and the Italian 
marriage, as a necessary consequence, 
made invalid. In Italy, however, the 
7 common-law marriage is an unknown 

quantity, and there De Grazzia’s Cali- 
fornia marriage has no standing, he 
being left to enjoy marital happiness 
within the Kingdom with the French 
woman to whom he was united a year 
ago. 
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FIRST DECISIVE STEP. 


EXPIRATION OF THE WATER CON. 
TRACT—COUNCIL’S OPPORTUNITY, 


Street Matters Before the Board of 
Public Works—Test of a Police. 
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Watch & Optical 


signal System—A Vacancy to Be 
Filled. 


The first decisive step toward the 
settlement of the water question will 
be taken at a special meeting of the 
City Council at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Many steps have been taken by 
the Council and the city’s legal advisers 
in the past, but all of them have been 
preparatory and precautionary, and 
while they may have strengthened the 
city’s position in the controversy, in 
the matter of having resulted in any 
definite advantageto the city, they have 
not been what many persons who were 
unfamiliar with the purpose of the 
city’s efforts, had expected. The con- 
ditions which will confront the Coun- 
cil in the water matter this morning, 
now that the lease of the water sup- 
ply has expired, will be vastly differ- 
ent from what have heretofore pre- 
vailed, or even what prevailed yester- 
day, and it is the intention of the 
Council to secure all the advantage pos- 
sible from the changed conditions. 

Months ago, when there was from 
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certain quarters a clamor that the 
Council act and act at once, that de- 
mand was coolly answered by the at- 
torneys for the city with the statement 
that until the contract expired nothing 
could be done, and when the contract 
did expire something would be done. 
The contract has Reubieed: and the 
Council will meet this morning, expect- 
ing to take its first definite and decis- 
ive step toward securing municipal 
ownership. The plan to be followed 
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by the city in future negotiations, the 
plan that has been all along advised 
by the city’s counsel, is a very simple 
one. In consists simply of a strict ad- 
herence to the contract and an effort 
to require of the company a similar 
adherence, 

As was stated in The Times yester- 
day, the Board of Directors of the 
Los Angeles City Water Company 
has been r@quested to attend this morn- 
ing’s special session, but up to the hour 
for closing the City Hall yesterday, no 
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the company’s plant. A refusal to ac- 
cept this will be followed by the pre- 
parations to select the city’s arbitra- 
tor, if not by the actual selection of 
such an arbitrator. 

The preparations for the meeting 
have been completed. City Attorney 
Dunn ‘was in close consultation with 
the other attorneys for the city dur- 
ing most of the day yesterday, and 
the water company’s attorneys were 
equally busy. The results of their 
preparations will not be known until 
this morning at the Council meeting. 
The attendance of a large crowd of 
citizens is expected at the meeting. 


ECONOMY THP RULE. 


Few City Department Apportion- 
ments Will Be Increased, 
City Auditor T. E. Nichols is busily 
engaged in making up the annual al- 
lowances for the several city depart- 
ments for the current year, which is 
probably the most difficult work that 
that official has to perform through- 
out the year. Upon his allowance 
must depend the expenditures made 
by the city during the year, and in 
making them the Auditor has to use 
great care to provide for all possible 
contingencies. In doing the work he 
takes the estimates of expenses fileu 
by the heads of departments as ua 
basis, and by careful examination and 
comparison, ascertains whether the 
departments need all that their chiefs 
have requested Nearly a score of 
these estimates have been filed and in 
each there is a multitude of items of 
expense, each of which has to be con- 
sidered. In addition to the depart- 
ment expenses, allowance has to be 
made for emergency expenses which 
cannot be anticipated with certainty. 
The present City Council came into 
office to meet a deficiency of nearly 
$30,000 as a legacy from the former ad- 
ministration, and during the eighteen 
months it has been in office there has 
been a great reduction in this short- 
age, until at the end of the fiscal 
year, June 31, the deficiency has been 
reduced to about $20,000. Had it not 
been for extraordinary and unusual 
expenses which in making the annual 
budget could not be anticipated, the 
shortage would have entirely 
wiped out. Among the expenses of 
this character were the water litigation 
which cost upward of $15,000, the repair 
of the city bridges, which cost several 
thousand dollars, and a number of spe- 
cial elections, the cost of which was 

nearly or quite $2000 ? 

In making up the estimates for this 
year allowance will be made for a 
number of expenses of similar char- 
acter. The first of these which has 
to be provided for is that of piping 
the South Main street zanja, which 
will cost nearly $10,000, the election ex- 
penses of both the charter and the 
city elections, the cost of street signs 
and many other things of lesser cost. 

The expected increase in revenue re- 
sulting from the increase im assessed 
valuation will not be sufficient to re- 
move the necessity in all the city de- 
partments for the practice of economy 
and the apportionments to the depart- 
ments will be made on much the same 
basis as those of last year. Some of 
the departments will be allowed more 
money, while others will have their 
allowances reduced. The work of de- 
termining just what the changes will 
be will require some time, and when it 
is completed by the Auditor it will go 
to the Council for such changes as 
that body may see fit to make. 


WHO GOT THE MONEY? 


One Item of Election Expenses 
Which Has Disappeared, 

Nicholas Queirolo, one of the inspec- 
tors in the Health Department, denies 
most positively that he received $2 or 
any other amount from the Auditing 
Committee of the so-called “Citizens 
Non-partisan Freeholders Ticket,” and 
declares that he is not the Queirolo 
for whom the $2 mentioned in the re- 
port of that committee as having been 
paid to a man of that name, was in- 
tended. In this he is corroborated by 
a member of the committee. His ef- 
forts yesterday to ascertaim how his 
name came to be used in the report 
has led to the discovery of the fact that 
in the opinion of the committee some 
person received that $2 when it was in- 
tended for another. According to Mr. 
Queirolo, the money was ordered paid 
to his brother Stephen, but in making 
that order the committee made a mis- 
take. Stephen Queirolo never re- 
ceived the money, and did not work at 
the polls for the committee. Nic Queir- 
olo said yesterday that the money was 
given to a man whom he did not know, 
and as it was not paid as directed, that 
man must have kept the money. The 
members of the committee will inves- 
tigate the matter. 


SAW THE WHEELS GO ROUND. 


Only One Company Exhibits a Police 
Signal System. 

Instead of a test of several systems 
of police signals, which had been ex- 
pected, there was only an exhibition 
of one such system, in the basement 
of. the City Hall yesterday morning. 
Only one conipany answered the city’s 
invitation to display what they had 
in that line, and there was therefore 
no competition in the matter. Members 
of both the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners and Board of Fire Commission- 
ers were present, as were Chiefs Glass 
and Moore and a number of others, 
either interested in the matter, or 
curious to know what was to be shown. 

With the assistance of City Electri- 
cian Francis, Agent Rose of the Game- 
well company, had placed in service a 
complete system in miniature, consist- 
ing of a number of regulation boxes. 
an indicator, and a central-office desk, 
containing the relays and tapes. These 
were explained in turn, and a practical 
demonstration was given of how a 
citizen would call for police assistance 
by using the system. The use the boxes 
would be to patrolmen, and the check 
it would be upon them, was also ex- 
plained in detail. Agent Rose did not 
use his set speech on this occasion, but 
answered all inquiries made of him. 
To many of those present it was but 
an exhibiton of wheels going around, 
but to the members of the two commis- 
woune the exhibition was very interest- 
ng. 

The system is the same as that used 
in a number of eastern cities, and has 
been proven to be efficient. The cust 
has been the only consideration that 
prevented the installation of the sys- 
tem in this city before now, but the 
victory for the fire-department bonds 
rendered nearly $10,000 available for the 
purpose, and if this amount is appor- 
tioned to the police department this 
year for the system, it will be pur- 
chased. No action was taken by the 
| commissioners yesterday, as no action 
was expected, the matter depending 
upon the action of the Council. Those 
who witnessed the test expressed sat- 
isfaction with it, and its purchase will 
later be recommended. 


CHANGED THB PLANS, 


Protestants Against an Alley Open- 
ing Given Their Point. 

A greater number of protests have 
been filed against the proposed opening 
of an alley from Fifth to Sixth streets 
between Broadway and Hill, during the 
past few weeks than against any pub- 
lic improvement that has been contem- 
plated by the city in months. Some 
of the protestants do not want the al- 
ley at all, and others desiring it object 


to open the alley. These plans called 
for a twenty-foot alley, the ground 
all to be taken from lots fronting on 
‘Hill street. Naturally the Hill-street 


| property-owners objected, and they 


to the plans by which it was proposed * 


have been firing protests at the Coun- 
cil ever since the proceedings began. 
The Board of Public Works. yester- 
day took up such of thes@ protests as 
had been presented before the Coun- 
cil, and considered them in the presence 
of a delegation of the protestants them- 
selves. The “property-owners alleged 
that it would be unfair for the Council 
to take all of the ground off their lots, 
when their neighbors were not required 
to give up anything. At the morning 
session the board took the matter un- 
der advisement, but in the afternoon 
the following report was decided upon: 

“In the matter of the protests from 
N. Mueller, J. H. Lillie and the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church, objecting 
to the opening of an alley from Fifth 
street to Sixth street between Hill 


street and Broadway. by the taking of } 


twenty feet of land from the Hill- 
street side, we recommend that said 
protests be sustained, and that the 
City Engineer be instructed to fur- 
nish the City Attorney with the neces- 
sary data for the opening of such an 
alley by taking ten fet of land from 
the Broadway side and ten feet from 
the Hill street side, and that the City 
Attorney be instructed to present such 
ordinance,” 

A large number of other petitions 
and protests which had been referred 
to the board wer disposed of. The pro- 
test against the proposed improvement 
of Olive street from First to Second 
was referred to the City Engineer for 
an estimate of frontage. 

The petition of John Haizlip, with 
reference to the change of grade on 
portions of Wall street, was filed. 

J. C. McInerney was granted per- 
mission to withdraw his petition prev- 
iously filed, asking that the Traction 
company be compelled to pay a portion 
of the cost of improving Third street 
and Central avenue. , 

On the petition of C. White Mortimer, 
trustee, it was recommended that the 
City Attorney be directed to present 

ordinance for the abandonment of 
nter street. 

The matter of the construction of a 
large storm drain at Sixth and Fig- 
ueroa streets, petitioned for by J. R. 
Toberman, was referred to the City 
Engineer for investigation. 

Attorney Lamme, representing the 
Traction company, appeared before the 
board to ascertain what would be the 
fate of the petition filed by that com- 
pany for a special privilege for twenty- 
three months to run their cars to the 
Arcade Depot along Fifth street from 
Central. avenue. He addressed the 
board on the subject, bdt no final ac- 
tion was taken. 

It is almost certain that the protest 
against the opening of Park Grove ave- 
nue between Twenty-first and Twenty- 
third streets, will be denied, s!lthough 
it was not made a part of the report 
of the board to the Council. 


WANT IT EXTENDED. 


Assessment District for Street Open- 
ing Said to Be Too Small. 
Unless the Council extends the dis- 
trict of assessment for the -proposed 
opening of New High street into Broad- 
way from Franklin street, the matter 
may be defeated by a protest which 
will contain a majority of frontage of 
property interested. At the opening 
of the regular session of the Board 
of Public Works yesterday, a delega- 
tion of property-owners within the as- 
sessment district called at the commit- 
tee room and demanded that the dis- 
trict be made larger. They argued that 
the cost of the proposed improvement 
would be great and that the benefits 
would not be confined to a small area 
but avould extend far south on Broad- 
way. They thought business houses 
on some of the side streets would be 
benefited also. The delegation was in- 
formed that the mgtter was not prop- 
erly before the board and if the protest 
is made in regular form it will be con- 
sidered in due time by the Council. 
As at the present contempated, the 
district of assessment includes all 
property on Broadway from the Court- 
house to Fourth street: New High 
street as far north as Repubic street 
and Franklin street between Spring and 

Broadway. 


ANOTHER PLACE TO FILL. 


Many Applications for 8S. M. Perry’s 
Late Position. 

The death of Samuel M. Perry, mana- 
ger of the Free Labor Bureau, places 
at the disposal of the City Council 
another easy position with a salary 
of $100 per month. Of the expenses of 
this bureau the city pays one-half and 
the other half is allowed by the county. 
The appointments are made alternately 
by the City Council and the Board of 
Supervisors, but whichsoever body ap- 
points, the’appointments must be con- 
firmed by the other. Mr. Perry was 
appointed to the position by the Coun- 
cil, and if the rule as to alternate ap- 
pointments is followed strictly the 
Board of Supervisors should appoint 
his successor. It is probable, however, 
that the City Council will be per- 
mitted by the board to name Mr. Per- 
ry’s succcessor for the unexpired term. 

Anticipating such an appointment 
by the Council, a number of persons 
have made application for the place. 
One member of the Council has been 
asked by eight persons to vote for them 
and each of the members has had a 
number of applications for support. 
The Council may act in the matter 
Monday. 


A Boulevard Protest. 

The first protest against the proposed 
Pasadena boulevard which has been 
presented in some time was filed yes- 
terday by the owners of property on 
Rosabelle street. They do not object to 
the boulevard provided they are not as- 
sessed to pay for it. They do object to 
being included in the district of assess- 
ment for the proposed road. They as- 
sert that they have just completed and 
paid for an extensive improvement of 
their own street and do not desire an 
additional assessment at the present 
time. 


Want a Sewer. ¢ 

A number of property owners on Ken- 
sington road, Angelino Heights, have 
petitioned the City Council to order the 
construction of a sewer along that 
road. The petition recites that the 
sanitary condition of that part of the 
city is such as to render the sewer im- 
peratively necessary. Several cases of 
typhoid fever have occurred in that 
neighborhood, which, the petitioners he- 
lieve, would not have occurred had 
there been a sewer there.

LAT THI COURT HOUSE. 


VIGNOLO’S TRIAL ENDED, 
A VERDICT OF MANSLA RE- 
TURNED IN THREE HOURS, 


A Recommendation to the Merey of 
the Court=—Thé Defendant's Im- 
passive Demeanor in Sharp Con- 
trast With That of His Hrother. 


After deliberating fer three hours, 
the jury in the Vignolo muriler ‘case 


slaughter against the defendint, and 
recommended him to the mercy of the 
court, 

The arguments that led up to this 
finding continued yesterday up to a 
few moments past 2 o'clock. It was 
a matter of general remark that in-this 
trial all of the arguments of counsel on 
both sides have been, for clear analy- 
sis of the testimony, for logical presen- 
tation of the case from the respectve 
standpoints of counsel and for an 
urgent plea that justice be done, far 
above the average of the arguments 
delivered in Department One. Yester- 
day morning Johnstone Jones, Esq., 
resumed the address to the jury begun 
on Thursday afternoon. lie made a 
very masterly arraignment of th® tes- 
timony in favor of his client, and re- 
membering the sentimental diffi- 
culty involved in the case by reason 
of the person killed having been a 
woman, dealt delicately with the char- 
acter of the deceased. While of ne- 
cessity attending to the notoriously 
bad character of Mrs. Vignolo, he did 
so considerately and without seeking 
to make his client appear as an angel 
of light against the dark shadows of 
his wife's evil fame. 

Assistant District-Attorney Williams 
occupied about an hour in the closing 
argument, and the instructions having 
been read by the court, the case went 
to the jury at about 1 o'clock. It 
was an hour later, however, before 
they retired to deliberate, being es- 
corted by the court bailiff to luncheon 
first. The clock in Department One 
just marked the hour of 5 when a rap 
on the door of the jury room intimated 
that the jury had arrived at a con- 
clusion. The defendant was brought 
into court, and Judge Smith having 
seated himself on the bench, Foreman 


Hyatt deciared .the verdict as al- 
ready indicated. 

George Vignolo betrayed neither 
pleasure nor pain upon hearing the 


verdict returned. The same air of 
intense weariness, as it appedred, that 
has distinguished him throughout the 
trial, remained undisturbed. His 
brother, who sat behind him, was 
deeply moved, however, and his emo- 
tion was in such marked contrast to 
the manner of the defendant as to ap- 
epear all the more striking. When 
George Vignolo arose to be escorted to 
jail again his brother broke entirely 
down. He put his arms around 
George’s neck and tried to speak, but 
could not. He cried like a child for 
a few moments, until friends led him 
away. Quite a number of people in 
the courtroom shook hands with the 
defendant, who, to the end, maintained 
the same impassive look that masked 
a feelings, whatever they may have 
een. 

The jury stood seven for varying de- 
grees of conviction, to five for acquit- 
tal on the first ballot, and so it would 
appear that the verdict returned was 
a compromise one, each side conced- 
ing something. 


A MATRIMONIAL TANGLE, 
Louis de Grazzian Held Bound to Twa 
Wives. 


Judge Allen yesterday handed down 
an opinion in the case of Carmelo de 
Grazzia against Louis de Grazzia, the 
action brought to establish a common 
law marriage existing betwen the par- 
ties, and for separate maintenance. 

The plaintiff came to Los Angeles in 
1887, when almost 18 years of age, and 
almost immediately afterward formed 
the acquaintance of De Grazzia, who 
had recently been divorced from a 
former wife. The acquaintance formed 
resulted in the couple living together as 
man and wife, Carmelo testifying upon 
the stand that soon after this union a 
verbal contract was made, the omission 
to have a formal ceremony being on 
account of the laws of the church 
which would not countenance a cere- 
monial marriage during the life of the 
defendant's former wife. For nearly 
ten years the couple lived together as 
man and wife. 

In the fall of 1897 the defegdant re- 
turned to Italy on business. After he 
left, Carmelo de Grazzia was compelled 
to leave the house and support herself, 
and upon the defendant returning to 
the city he denied their relationship, 
and refused to recognize her as his 
wife or to support her or contribute 
to her support. As a matter of fact, 
De Grazzia had married while in Italy, 
depending on his connection with Car- 
melo being of an illicit character. But 
the latter was not inclined to be so 
discarded, and brought the present 
action for maintenance under the code. 

The court, after reviewing the testi- 
mony, holds that the parol contract 
of marriage was established. This not 
only by the woman's testimony, but 
by the corroborative admissions of the 
defendant in making written applica- 
tion to join a secret society, by his let- 
ters and telegrams, and by his conduct 
in thus cohabitating with her during 
all the years as his wife. Prior to 1897, 
contracts of marriage in parol, fol- 
fowed by mutual assumption of mari- 
tal rights, duties and obligations, were 
recognized in this State as being suf- 
ficient to establish marriage, and the 
court quotes a gase where the rule is 
extended, to the effect that evidence of 
cohabitation and repute is admissible 
to show a martiage, 
formal parol is proven. 

“The right to separate maintenance.” 
says the court, “is resisted upon the 
averment that plaintiff is an immoral! 
woman, and committed adultery with 
two persons named. These allegations 
are sought to be established by the 
testimony of two spies hired by the 
brother to watch plaintiff, but this 
testimony is not sufficient to establish 
her guilt, even if the court were in- 
clined to believe the testimony of this 
class of witnesses, which it is not. 
: Defendant is a man of smal! 
means, engaged in conducting a ero- 
cery store. The plaintiff is able to 
earn her own living. It would be bhet- 
ter for both parties to unite their «f- 
forts in supporting a single establish- 
ment, but this they seem unwilling +: 
do. If defendant is deprived of pla'n- 
tiff’s assistance as housekeeper, 
should not be called upon to continue 
as much to her support as if the com- 
munity was receiving the benefit of her 
services; while, upon the other han! 
plaintiff, although working for hers«'? 
and entirely able so to do, should have 
some aid from the man who owes her 
support under the marital contract 
I am of the opinion that $19 a month 
is about the proper allowance, whit 
defendant should be required to contri- 
bute toward plaintiff's support. 

“It is ordered that defendant pay to 
plaintiff on the 1ist-of August, and on 
the first Monday of each succeedinz 
month until further order of court, the 
sum of $10. This allowance is based 
upon the fa?t.that the court does 
give credence to the charges of im- 
morality against the plaintiff, and its 
continuance will denend upon the con- 
tivance of her good behavior.” 

By. this decision of court, De Grazzia 
is put in a curious position. Common

After the judgments were rendered 
and before the appeals were taken 
Moore died, and Stansbury, the surviv- 
ing member of the firm, was substi- 
tuted as sole plaintiff. 

Under the terms of the opinion the 
contention of the appellants that the 
assessment was invalid for the reason 
that power was delegated to increase 
or diminish the cost of the work after 
the contract was let is sustained. 
Quoting from Dillin on Municipal Cor- 
porations, the Supreme Court says: 
“Ee is not competent for the council 
to pass an ordinance delegating or 
leaving to any officer.of committee of 
the corporation the power to deter- 
mine the mode, manner or plan of the 
improvement.” 

By way of example, the court pro- 
ceeds: “The superintendent may de- 
cide, in case he wishes to favor a con- 
traetor, that the subgrade contains no 
‘material unsuited for foundation pur- 
poses,’ which need be removed; that a 
small ‘allowance for settling’ is enough: 
that the crown wf the street as con- 
structed conforms with the cross-sec- 
tion on file, and no change is neces- 
Sary; that no ‘culverts’ are needed: 
that the shade of the sidewalk as laid 
is satisfactory, and may solve all 
doubts in favor of the contractor. 

“On the other hand, he may decide, 
in case he is not friendly to the con- 
tractor, that the subgrade contains ma- 
terial unsuited for foundation purpose, 
and require the same to he removed to 
such depth as he may name, and he 
may be very particular as to the char- 
acter of the material used for the ‘fill- 
ing,’ and as to the ‘allowance for set- 
tling,’ and may require a large amount 
of ‘good earth and gravel’ to be used; 
he may change the ‘crown of the 
street’ so that the expense will be very 
much increased: he may decide that 
many ‘culverts’ are necessary, and that 
those put in shall be of stone or 
brick or iron instead of wood, and thus 
add largely to the expense: he may 
solve all ‘doubts’ against the contrac- 
tors, and so make him do over again 
‘work already once done. After the 
sidewalk is laid he may decide that the 
‘shade’ of the same is not satisfactory 
to him, and that the contractor must 
relay the walk and put in different 
‘coloring matter.’ ”’ 

The court holds that under specifica- 
tions of this character no one could 
intelligently bid for the contract, as he 
could not tell in advance what would 
be the exact character or extent of the 
work to be done, or the expense of do- 
ing it. Any bidder would therefore 
hesitate to take such work, unless hi‘s 
bid was placed at a high figure, or he 
felt sure he would be favored by the 
superintendent.

THE LEVY MADE.

He explained that his 
creditors had heen crowding him some- 
what: that the company owed his wife 
about $5090. and he owed in San Fran- 
cisco about $2000. He stated that he 
had gone north and made errange- 
ment by which his. ereditors there 
agreed to accept 25 cents on the dol- 
lar, and had then returned to complete 
the arrangement conceived by which 
the business might be put on a safe

Waldeck’s mother furnished 
$1250 to Salkey to buy out the business, 
that being the amount necessary to 
satisfy 


the San Francisco creditors, 
and~it being agreed that the entire 
husiness then revert to her in gatts- 
faction of her claims.

ANOTHER WATER SUIT. 
4 Rancher Who Alleges His Orchard 
Was Almost Rained. 

The suit of James M. Sanborn ‘against 
the San Gabriel Land and Water Com- 
pany came to trial yesterday in De- 
partment Five before Judge Shaw. On 
its face the case is simplicity itself, the 
plaintiff, owner of a five-acre orchard, 
rllegeing that the defendant company 
has not lived up to its contract to fur- 
nish irrigating water, with the result 
that he has beenm damaged to the ex- 
tent of $4500, for which amount he 
wants judgment. 

Like all water suits, however, this 
me is made technical by engineering 
details as to the pressure of water. size 
f pipes, amount of water developed 
and so on. There is some obscurity. 
too, as to Who was responsible at the 
time of the offlenses charged, the San 
Gabriel Company having conveyed its 
nterest to ex-Gov. Markham and the 
lefendant Alexander also having ob- 
tained some interest. 

The plaintif€ contends that he bought 
his property in 1890 from the defend- 
int company on the express under- 
standing that water for irrigating ana 
lomestic purposes would be supplied 
to him on as reasonable. terms as to 
any other holder of lands ‘on the tract. 
He set his land out to fruit, and the 
eorporation piped water to his prop- 
erty for two years, and during that 
time furnished a .sufficiency for al! 
purposes. 

From, 1893-96 the defendants faile 
to supply the necessary amount \jf 


water, although plaintiff alleges he was 
perfectly willing to pay fer the accom- 
modation. Ag a2 consequence many 
fruit trees died, and others were dam- 
axed to such an extent that. they had 
to be removed, while the crops during 
these years were very much damaged, 
Altegether-the trees withered, 
gnarter?t and of Htthe vahie, 
reduced in value to the extent of $2000, 
and the value of the crops was reduced 
three-fourth in value, or 2 damage of 
ahout $2500, In these premises the 
nlaintif? asks that the defendants be 
required to furnish 
vater and that judgment be given in 


hie favor for $4500.

AGUINALDO. 

The statement comes over sea that 
Aguinaldo, the insurgent chieftain, 
has proclaimed himself dictator uf 
all the Philippine Islands, that he 
has appointed a “Cabinet,” and that 
he proposes to establish an independ- 
ent government in the islands. 

The news is indeed refreshing. ft 
is also “important if true.” Certain 


events which have recently transpired - 


at and near Manila have given rise 
to the supposition that the United 
States would have some voice in ¢e- 
termining the future of the Philip- 
pines, and we are still disposed to be- 
lieve that such will be the case when 


it comes to a show-down~ of the 
trump ¢ards. 

The Aguinaldo “government” 
be all right as a plaything for the 


Philippine natives, pending the deter- 
mination of the real questions at issue. 
But it is very likely to receive 4 
severe jolt later on, when the real 
business of governing the Philippines 
in accordance with humane and en- 
lightened ideas comes up for settle- 
mem. If Aguinaldo and his semi-bar- 
barous associates show aptitude in 
acquiring the ideas and in pursuing 
the methods of civilization, they may 
be entrusted with some of the duties 
and responsibilities of government. 
But they will be required first to 
demonstrate thei: capacity for these 
duties and responsibilities. 

What Aguinaldo does not know 
about modern civil government would 
fm all probability fill a large and com- 
plete encyclopedia. The avidity with 
which he has rushed into the front 
pews, at the present juncture, serves 
merely to emphasize his lack of com- 
prehension of the situation in all its 
bearings. 

But there is no occasion for pres 
ent uneasiness. The Spaniards are 
first to be disposed of. When Span- 
ish power in the Philippines has 
been thoroughly broken, it will be 
time enough to turn our attention to 
Aguinaldo and the native population. 
Meanwhile, this toy “Cabinet” of the 
insurgent chief will do no particular 
harm.

. SOME BENEFITS OF THE WAR. 

Among the benefits derived by this 
country from the war with Spain, 
upon which we may already reckon, 
is the great wave of patriotism that 
has swept over the United States, 
from the Canadian to the Mexican 


| line, and from the Atlantic to the Pa- 


cific. After a third of a century of 
peace, this country had begun to 
sink into a materialistic groove. 
There was some danger that we might 
begin to consider the acquisition of 
money as the one and only aim of 
existence—that love of country 
would be swallowed up and lost sight 
of in the rush for gold. All this has 
been changed, within a few short 
months. Never did a nation respond 
more patriotically or enthusiastically 
to the call of its leaders than has the 
“United States. The trouble is not to 
secure defenders of the Stars and 
Stripes, but to find places for all of 


those who wish to fight under its 
colors. 
Another great and striking result 


of the war has been the unification of 
the North and the South. The last 
ditch which separated the men who 
wore the blue from those who fought 
under the Stars and Bars has been 
filled up, and we now see Yankees 
and “rebels” vieing with each other 
in deeds of daring for their common 
country. 

Yet another good result of the war 
has been the increase of cordiality 
and good will between the United 
States and the great nation on the 
other side of the Atlantic which 
speaks our language. This, of itself, 
is a great thing, that will undoubtedly 
make its imprint on the history of 
the world, from now on. Americans 
and Englishmen have learned to know 
and respect each other during’ the 
past three months, better than they 
ever did before. While there may 
never be any formal alliance between 
the two nations, yet it is evident 
that, in case of serious trouble, we 
shall be able to count on more than 
the moral sympathy of Great Britain. 

These things, already, have resulted 
from a war which is only a few 
months old, Before it is over, we 
may see yet more startling results. 
In any case, as THe TIMES has al- 
ready said, the United States of 1898 
will never again be the United States 
of 1897. 


EUROPE, DON’T MEDDLE! 

Our esteemed contemporary, the 
Kreuz Zeitung, of Berlin, is of the 
opinion that “the authorities at Wash- 
ington are overrating their strength”’ 
and that the sending of Commodore 
Watson to the Spanish coast will be 
a “profound political mistake.’ There 
is an indication in the tone of our 
Berlin contemporary that it doesn't 
know what it is talking about, and 
we venture the assertion that Spain’s 
chances are not to be helped by sug- 
gestions of any German newspaper, 
no matter how good its’ intentions 
may be. Once for all, the powers 
of Europe must understand that this 
war is between the United States of 
America and Spain, and if the afore- 
said powers do not want to get their 
fingers burned they should keep them 
out of the pie. America is in no 
mood to brook interference from any 
quarter.. The contest for the smash- 
ing of Spain will be carried on upon 
the plans thought best by our gov- 
ernment and it will be wise for all 
other ships of war to refrain from 
getting between our guns and_ the 
target, whether that target be Barce- 
lona, Cadiz, or some other Spanish 
seaport. We are pleased to have Eu- 
rope as an audience, but let it clearly 
understand that we are conducting 
the performance, from the man in the 
box office to the jack tars in the 
chorus; and the Oregon, the Indiana, 
the Texas and their sister ships are 
supplying the orchestration. Neither 
Europe's hisses or applause will hasten 
the ringing down of the curtain. 


The Democratic City Central Com- 
mittee, at a meeting held last night, 
backed squarely down from its former 
action on the waterworks question, 
and adopted resolutions in favor of 
municipal ownership. The alacrity 
exhibited by the unwashed and un- 
terrified in climbing’ into the band- 
wagon is startling, amusing, and 
edifying in an extreme degree. 


If Admiral. Cervera. -is going to 
take up his residence in this country, 
or even if he is going to reside here 
for some length of time, it might not 
be a bad idea for Los Angeles to in-

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THE FOREIGN PRESS. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
European pregs is quoted daily in 
reference to the war between the 
United States and Spain, comparu- 
tively littl is Known in this country 
individual character of the 
newspapers of the Old World, of the 
interests Which influence their utter- 
ances, or of their relative standing 
in the countries in which they are 
published. As a consequence, undue 
importance is often attached to the 
radical utterances of some disreputa- 
ble or . strongly-biased paper, while 
the comments of another much more 
worthy of consideration are passed 
by with little notice, because . less 
vehement and more dignified. Per- 
sonal and party interests have quite 
as much influence with the press of 
Kurope as with that of America, and 
if these are not taken into considera- 
tion, no proper estimate of the opin- 
ions expressed can be formed. 

The press of France, generally, since 
the beginning of our controversy with 
Spain, has shown itself hostile to the 
United States, It would be natural to 
expect that France, the great repub- 
lic of the Old World, the country 
which sent Lafayette to fight with us 
for ofr freedom, and which has in 
so many ways manifested her friend- 
ship for America, would sympathize 
with this nation. But financial con- 
siderations are deeper than those of 
mere sentiment, and republican France 
is not wholly republican. 

A large part of Spain’s bonds are 
held by persons of moderate means 
in France. The war naturally depre- 
ciates the value of these bonds. The 
paper which represents these bond- 
holders more directly than any other 
is the Petit Journal. It is not unnat- 
ural, therefore, that this paper should 
be, as it is, the most bitter of all 
those of Paris in its animosity to- 
ward America. The Petit Journal 
has a circulation of over 1,000,000 
copies, the largest in France, but its 


} patrons are among the less influential 


classes. The Gaulois, which is also 


especially pronounced in its antago- } 


nism to America, is the recognized 
mouthpiece of the Royalists of France. 
Its hatred of our republican institu- 
tions and its love for monarchical 
Spain is therefore natural. The Figaro 
is likewise monarchical and aristo- 
cratic in its sentiments. The French 
paper of real dignity and commanding 
influence in financial and commercial 
circles is the Temps, and it is note- 
worthy that this journal, while at 
first inclining to sympathize with 
Spain, has not, of late, been quoted 
as advocating her cause or antagoniz- 
ing ours to any considerable extent. 
The Republique Francaise and the 
Journal des Debats are also of the 
more dignified and influential class, 
and are credited with representing to 
some extent the #rench Foreign Or- 
fice. It is observable that they have 
not been by any means so radical in 
their utterances as have been the 
Petit Journal, the Gaulois or the 
Figaro. 

In Germany the  Norddeutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung and the Berlin 
Post are regarded as reflecting the 
sentiments of the government, the 
Kreutz Zeitung is the organ of the 
aristocracy, and the Cologne Gazetie 
represents, largely, the commercial 
and financial interests. The Aast 
named has a wide circulation and 
large influence. The Hamburg News 
is regarded as Bismarck’s organ, and 
the Germania reflects the opinions 
of the Catholic party in the German 
parliament. All these have expressed 
opinions adverse to the United States. 
The Berlin Tageblatt, the only Ger- 
man paper which sent a special rep- 
resentative to Cuba to investigate the 
situation there in advance of the dec- 
laration of war, is in sympathy with 
this country. Unfortunately for its 
influence, however, it is given to sen- 
sationclism and is often involved in 
libel suits. Most of its staff belong 
to the Jewish race. The Vorwaerts, 
which has frequently been quoted as 
favoring our cause, is the organ of 
the Socialists. 

The Politische Correspondenz, pub- 
lished in Vienna, is read by states- 
men and publicists all over Europe. 
It is a weekly paper and is under the 
direction of an official of the Foreign 
Office. The Wiener Zeitung and the 
Abend Post of Vienna are also re- 


garded as reflecting the sentiments 
of the Austrian government. The 
Neuie Freie Presse is the most  in- 


fluential of all the Vienna papers. {[t 
represents the German Liberal party 
and includes in :ts staff some of the 
best literary talent of the empire. 
The Fremdenblatt is credited with 
representing the Foreign Office. The 
Neues Wiener Tageblatt corresponds 
to the Petit Journal in Paris. It has 
a large circulation among the lower 
classes. All thése Austrian papers 
are anti-American. 

In Italy, Il Popolo Romano repre- 
sents the present Italian ministry, 
though it is not especially scrupulous 
in character. La Riforma is the or- 
gan of ex-Premier Crispi. Il Secolo, 
published at Milan, has a larger cir- 
culation than any other paper in 
italy. it has been so emphatic in its 
republicanism that it was suspended 
during the recent riots in Milan. Its 
sympathy, naturally, is with the 
United States, as is also that of the 
Riforma. The Popolo Romano has, 
so far as known, not expressed any 
pronounced preference. 

But two English papers of any 
reputation have been quoted as ex- 
pressing partiality for Spain. The 
attitude of the St. James's Gazette is 
explained by the fact that it is owned 
by a German who seems to have be- 
come so soured by lack of British 
appreciation that the sympathy of 
the English fcr America is a suffi- 
cient cause for antipathy on his part. 
As for the Saturday Review, K has 
for some time been struggling for 
notoriety by opposing popular opin- 


ion in general. Neither of these 
papers needs to’ be taken seriously. 


CHEAP TRAVEL. 
An object lesson in the advantage 
of cheap rates of railroad fare in 


Zerland, where the railroads are 
owned by the government. In Swit- 
zerland, passenger fares are arranged 
with a view to the largest possible 
public service, rather than to the 


largest possible profits to the rail- 


roads. By a new _ arrangement, 
passes, good for fifteen days on all 
the railroads and steamboats of Swit- 
zerland, are now sold for extremely 
small sums. If. the traveler wishes 
to put on style, he may travel all 
day during that period, in a first-class 
car, for $12, while he can secure a 
second and third-class ticket for $8.40 
and $6 respectively. To citizens who 


travel the whole year round—such as 


commercial travelers—the new rates 
established are still lower, $84 secur- 
ing a pass good for twelve months 
on second-class coaches, and $60 for 
third-class transportation. 

It has been noticed often in this 
country that every reduction in fares 
has been followed by a large increase 
of travel, trains that had been run- 
ning more than half empty being reg- 
ularly filled. Apart from the benefit 
to the general public, it is doubtful 
whether the railroads have missed 
anything by these reductions.

DEMOCRATS EAT CROW. 


THE PARTY FLOPS AGAIN ON THE 
WATER QUESTION. 


The City Central Committee Takes 
\ Back Its Indorsement of the 
\ Kessler Proposition — Whipped 

{into St®bmission—Now in Faver 

of Municipal Ownership. | 


The local Democracy is not feeling 
very. well today, thank you. It ate a 
large dish of crow last evening, and 
though it has often tried the diet in 


times past, it was just as unpalatablea 


as ever. Through the medium of its 
City Central Committee, the party now 
begs to announce to the citizens of Los 
Angeles that it is once more in favor 
of municipal ownership of the water 
plant, and that it is now ‘“unalterably 
opposed” to the Kessler proposition, 
which it formally indorsed just ten 
days ago today. 

It is always awkward when a polit- 
ical party is forced to crawl. The per- 


j formance is neither picturesque nor 


pleasurable. The Democrats went 
through the act last evening, and many 
of them are feeling pretty sore in con- 
sequence. 

On Wednesday, July 13, the Demo- 
cratic City Central Committee, in spe- 
cial session, adopted a series of reso- 
lutions, indorsing the Kessler propo- 
sition as the only practicable solution 
of the water problem. This action was 
of course directly opposed to the prin- 
ciple of municipal ownership, for the 
Kessler proposition contemplates a 
fifty-years’ lease of the city’s water to 
a private corporation, the only material 
defference between the proposed lease 
and that of the Los Angeles City Wa- 
ter Company being that the new lessees 
would pay to the city a certain per- 
centage of their receipts. 

As soon as the action of the Demo- 
cratic City Central Committee became 
known, popular. indignation was 
aroused throughout the city. The feel- 
ing was widespread that the Demo- 
crats had been guilty of treachery to 
the city’s interest in the most impor- 
tant local issue that. has arisen for 
years. 

The Republican City Central Com- 
mittee was at once called together by 
the chairman, Fred Eaton, and ringing 
resolutions were unanimously adopted, 
declaring unreservedly in favor of 
municipal ownership of the water sys- 
tem, reaffirming thereby the Repub- 
lican platform of the last city cam- 
paign. The people of Los Angeles were 
not slow to express their emphatic 
approval of this action, and it soon be- 
gan to dawn upon some of the Demo- 
cratic leaders that a grievous blunder 
had been made. 

Mayor Snyder, who had long been 
expecting to make his campaign for 
reélection upon the platform of mu- 
nicipal ownership, 
Democratic City Central Committee 
must rescind its action. But the apolo- 
gists of Kessler & Co. did not want to 
eat their words, and many of them said 
flatly that they wouldn’t. A meeting 
of the City Central Committee was 
called for last evening, and for days 
beforehand the pro-Kessler and the 
anti-Kessler forces were busily en- 
gaged in preparations for a struggle. 

But the fight was not destnied to 
take place in the committee meeting. 
The Mayor and a number of the mem- 
bers of the committee met yesterday 
afternoon behind closed doors, and a 
battle royal ensued. The issue hunz 
in the balance for two or three hours, 
for the committeemen were stubborn, 
but victory finally perched upon the 
Mayor’s banner. - 

Whien the hour for the meeting of the 
City Central Committee arrived, “har- 
mony” had been restored and the Kes- 
sler wing of the party had been licked 
into line. Almost every member of the 
committee was present, for both sides 
had drummed up all the recruits pos- 
sible, apparently imagining that the 
fight might yet be reopened, despite 
the surrender of the Kesslerites. But 
such expectations were not realized. 
Sweet peace brooded over the meet- 
ing, and the committee ate its dish of 
ng with the most lamb-like submis- 
sion. 

Telfair Creighton was in the chair 
and explained that the meeting was 
called for the purpose of obtaining 
an expression from the committee upon 
the subject of municipal ownership. C. 
C. Wright promptly arose and moved 
that a committee of five be appointed to 
prepare resolutions. The alacrity with 
which the motion was seconded, put 
and carried, was most edifying. The 
committee, consisting of C. C. Wright, 
chairman; William Mead, John Yoak- 
um, M. W. Conkling and Martin Marsh, 
retired to an adjoining room, where 


‘they remained for a proper length of 


time before returning with the report 
which had been prepared for them, 
some hours previous to the meeting. 
The committe, when it reappeared, pre- 
sented the following resolutions: 
‘‘Wheras, at a meeting of the Demo- 
cratic City Central Committee, held 
July 13, 1898, resolutions were adopted 
which have been construed as an un- 
qualified indorsement of a proposition 
by Kessler & Co. to obtain a 
lease of the water system from the 
city, and whereas, such alleged indorse- 
ment has been construed as an aban- 
donment of the Democratic party plat- 
form in favor of municipal ownership: 
and, whereas, the Democratic party 
and the Democratic City Central Com- 
mittee have always been and are now 
unqualifiedly in favor of municipal 
ownership, and as a party has persist- 
ently demanded for fully a year past 
that the platform be carried out to the 
letter; and, whereas, the action of the 
committee on said July 13, 1898, was 
based upon the belief by those gv ho 
participated in the adoption of said 
resolutions that the city was compelled 
to choose between endless litigation 
with the old water company and the 
Kessler proposition, and that in grant- 
ing another lease it would be amenable 
to the charter regulation, and thére- 
fore subject to cancellation on six 
months’ notice by our City Council, there- 
by giving us municipal ownership at 
any time when conditions under the 
new lease proved satisfactory to the 
city, and, whereas, the action of the 
committee has been misunderstood and 
misrepresented, resulting in antago- 
nisms among the members of the com- 
mittee and party. Now therefore, be it 
“Resolved, that the said action is 
hereby rescinded, and be it further 
“Resolved, that understanding the 
full circumstances of said action, which 
is now rescinded, we one and all pledge 
ourselves to continue to present an 
unbroken front in favor of carrying 
out. the platform of the party.” 
Mayor Snyder moved that the reso- 
lutions be adopted, and the motion 
was carried without dissenting votes. 
The craw] had been consummated, 
and as there was no other business to 
be transacted, the committee ad- 
journed. 
One of the unterrified remarked 
mounfully, as he started for home. 
‘Making mistakes is the Democratic 
party’s long suit.”

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

MADRID, July 22.—([By Atlantic 
Cable.] In an interview in the Corre- 
spondencia Militar, organ of the army, 
Sefior Gamazo is quoted as saying. 

“The suspension of constitutional lib- 
erty cannot be agreeable to the press, 
because it abrogates freedom and pre- 
vents the publication of news which 
costs much. But at this moment what 
can the government do but check the 
hostile campaign waged against it. I 
was the first to beg the Cabine! to treat 
the question as urgent, and ¢ do not re- 
gret my action. I will say frem my 
seat in Parliament that I am convineed 
that 1 did a service to my country. 

“At the same time, I can give you 
news which will please the press. The 
suspension of the constitution will not 
last long, for several reasons. One of 
them is the calmness displayed-by the 
people and the army. 
to conceal the intentions of the govern- 
ment, Which are to conclude an hunor- 
able peace which will, in the first place, 
satisfy the aspirations of the army. 
After then, if Seflor Sagasta would 
think fit, he will ask the Queen Regent 
if she still has confidence in her present 
advisers.” 

§ p. m.—The directors of the leading 
newspapers waited upon Seflor Sagasta, 
the Premier, late this afternoon and 
urged him to abolish the existing state 
of siege and censorship. 

According to a dispatch from Hong- 
kong the insurgents attacked Manila, 
but were repulsed with a loss of 500, 
the Spaniards having fifty killed and 
wounded.

“HONORABLE PEACE.” 


Senor Gamazo Thinks itis not 
Far Off. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

MADRID, July 22, 8 a m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.] The Minister of Public 
Instruction, Sefior Gamazo, is authority 
for the statement that peace, honor- 
able to the Spanish army, will shortly 
be concluded. 

GAMAZO MISTAKEN. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

LONDON, July 22.—The statement 
made by Sefior Gamazo, the Spanish 
Minister of Public Instruction, to the 
effect that peace honorable to the Span- 
ish army will shortly be concluded, is 
regarded in London more as an indica- 
tion of personal opinion or hope than as 
reflecting any general decision of the 
Cabinet. Nothing showing any more in 
the direction of peace has been received 
here from any quarter likely to be well 
informed on the subejct. The Spanish 
Ambassador, Count Rascon, who was 
questioned on the subject, said: “We 

have no news from Madrid, and we 
have no reason to believe any such de- 
cisive step has been taken as Sefior Ga- 
mazo’s statement would indicate.” 

At 1 o'clock this afternoon a promi- 
ment official of the British Foreign Of- 
fice said to a representative of the As- 
sociated Press: ‘‘We have nothing con- 
firmatory Of Sefior Gamazo’s alleged 
statement. We wish he had and we 
hope it is true, but so far as we are 
advised the signs do not seem propitious 
for early peace. Relative to the idea 
that England will be prominently con- 
nected with the future peace negoti- 
ations, absolutely nothing has occurred 
thus far upon which to base the idea.

a mask, unless invited ly such belliger- 

ents.”’ 

It is known that the Spanish ambas- 
gsadors have been sounding the other 
ambassadors at all the courts of* Eu- 
rope, with the object of inducing con- 
serted representations at Washington to 
stop the war. and there is reason to be- 
lieve that Great Britain is no longer 
alone in demurring at this and point- 
ing out the wselessness of such a course. 

On the other hand, it is said that rep- 
resentations to stop the war have been 
made at Madrid, but judging from the 
results they have not been sufficiently 
strong to induce Spain to come to her 
senses. It is recognized,by all except 
Bpain that the United States will refuse 
to listen to suggestions upon the part 
of the concerted powers. 

“In this matter,” one of the ambassa- 
dors said to a representative of the 
Associated Press, “Spain knows the ir- 
reducible minimum upon which the 
Cnited States will discuss peace. What 
is she waiting for? Spain Seems to for- 
get that the United States can stop the 
War the moment she likes, now that 
she has no Spanish fleet to reckon with. 
Bhe ean take Porto Rico and the Canary 
Islands at her leisure and finally deal 
with Cuba in the cool weather. Then 
Spain will consider the American terms 
less ridiculous than now.” 

SECRET NEGOTIATIONS.

Last winter the State Court ordered 
a partial distribution, and nearly $'. 
000,000 was divided. Edwin Davis's suit 
was pending at the time in the Federal. 
Court. The defendants sought to knock 
it out of court on demurrer. It was this 
demurrer that Judge de Haven over- 
ruled. This allows the suit to be tried 
upon its merits. If Edwin Davis wins. 
those whq have received shares out of 
the estate, and the admintstrator and 
his bondsmen will be responsible for the 
money already divided.

FORWARDING MAIL. 


Pointers for Those Who Want Un- 
delivered Matter Returned. 

Now that the new postoffice regula- 
tion has gone into effect, according to 
which only first-class mail matter is 
forwarded, the old form of a simple 
request on the envelope or wrapper that 
the mail be returned to the sender 
is no longer sufficient. It is recom- 
mended by the postoffice authorities 
now that whoever wants the second. 
third and fourth-class mail, which he 
sends out, returned if not delivered, 
should write upon the package, “If not 
delivered within—days, postmaster will 
please notify (here give name and ad- 
dress or sender,) who will provide re- 
turn postage.” 

In case the mail matter is appar- 
ently of value, as in the case of all reg- 
istered mail, the postmaster will notify 
the man to whom it is addressed and 
he will receive it on sending postage.

COMMERCIAL, 

NO MORE CHEAP TEAS. The new 
tax law imposing a duty of ten cents 
per pound on tea is having an imme- 
diate and decided effect on the market. 
The Groce} Vv World Says of practice at 
the East: ‘The tea trade is gradually 
adapting itself to the changed condi- 
tons incident to the tea duty of ten 
cents per pound. From all information 
obtainable, retailers generally have not 
altered the selling price of their high- 
grade teas, but in most cases have ad- 
vanced the prices of their cheap teas, 

“The ten-cent duty has had, or will 
have, the effect of driving twenty-five 
cent teas out of the market, because 
the grade of tea that could now profit- 
ably be sold at 25 cents could not be 
admitted under the pure-tea law. 

“The tariff has had very nearly all 
the effect it will ave. Most grades of 
tea have advanced almost to the 16 
cents increase. Foochows, however. are 
very likely to advance one to two cents 
further. They are now selling at 22% 
cents and are very scarce. Dealers ex- 
pect the price to go to 24 cents.” 

Before the law was-_passed excluding 
the very inferior teas. some of the low- 
est grades cost only about six or seven 
cents laid down in San Francisco. Un- 
der that law very little tea can come 
in costing less than 16 or 17 cents. 
Add the war tax, 10 cents, and 
the cheapest teas cost 25 cents, and 
few of them squeeze in. The pe ee 
wholesale price of new teas in Los An- 
eles will be 28 to 30 cents to the trade, 
40 to 50 cents to the consumer. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

THE TRUST UPHELD. The decis- 
fon of Vce-Chancellor Reed of New 
Jersey that the American Tobacco Com. 
pany, which is commonly known as 
“The American Tobacco Trust.” is not 
an illegal concern, has been confirmed 
by the unanimous vote of the Court 
of Errors and Appeals. The vice-Chan- 
cjor held that the American Tobacco 
Company had the same right to sell the 
products to whomsoever it saw fit, 
equally as an individual. The case 
Was brought to the court’s attention 
a little more than a year ago by Miller 
Bros.. of Newark, who complained that 
the company refused to sel] them a 
certain cigarette. They said the trust 
refused to sell their wares so long as 
they dealt in other firms’ g0o0ds, and 
claimed this is in restrant of trade, 


and therefore in violation of the anti- 
trust law. 


GOOD YEAR FOR RAILROAD 


BUILDING. “In our article of April 1, 
Jast,”’ says the Railway Age, “we said 


that not less than $50,000,000 would be 
spent in new rgilway construction this 
year. The total will probably reach 
$60,000,000, There’ will be $20,000,000 
more spent this year than have been 
Spent in any year since 1893. And there 
is probably no other Way in which 
money spent is of so great publie ad- 
vantage. In the first place the cost of 
new construction is almost entirely 
paid to labor, either directly to the eon- 
Struction gangs or in the purchase of 
materials (such as rails, track supplies 
and timber.) in the price of which labor 
is by far the largest element. Of the 
$60,000,000 being expended certainly not 
less than S80 per cent. or $48,000,000. will 
go to labor. In this way alone. there- 
fore, new railway building is an im- 
mense and immediate benefit. to the 
masses of the people: but in addition 
when the railway is built it remains 
as &@ permanent investment, an addi- 
tion to the taxable wealth of the com- 
munity, and is, moreover the 
powerful instrumentality in the 
and development of the 
Which it is located.”

Another feature of the business situation is 
the active preparation making in the coast 
shipping trade for the large business with 
Vest Indian points which is expected to de- 
vélop as a result of military and naval 
operations.

Bradstreet’s financial review tomorrow will 
say this has been, speculatively, an ex- 
tremely dull week. The market for several 
days has been reduced to dimensions of less 
than 150,000 shares again. Commission busi< 
ness has been at a _ standstill, and the 
operations of the professional element, large 
and small, have been on a restricted scale. 
It has been, in short, a case of midsummer 
dullness of the most pronounced kind. The 
war news has been less effective than ever, | 
so far as the spirit of speculation is con- | 
cerned, though at the beginning of the week 
there was some accession of bearishness on 
the reports concerning yellow fever among 
the troops in Florida and Cuba, while the 
idea that Spain would sue for peace and the 
allegation that Germany had assumed a sat- 
isfactory attitude in regard to our opera- 
tions in the Philippines, had a share in 
creating the stronger undertone which finally 
asserted itself. The market was dull and 
heavy in the early part of the week, but on 
Wednesday it became more firm in tone, | 
with slight advances in the general list, and 
some more marked appreciation in some of 
the industrials. This was in a measure 
founded on the drift of the war develop- 
ments, but it would have seemed to have 
grown out of the favorable impression by 
the report of the crops and the harvest; by 
the reported success of the efforts to restore 
and maintain railroad rates in view of the 
large tonnage in sight for the autumn 
months, and by the weakening of foreign 
exchange rates,.mainly on prospective large 
foreign purchases of our products. These, as 
well as the indications of active autumnal 
trade, and the abundance of capital in the 
country, have apparently produced a more 
confident temper among large financial in- 
terests, though the absence of any public 
speculative participation’ is a bar to prog- 
ress in the direction of manipulation for 
higher prices. Current earnings have also 
made favorable comparisons with the result 
of last year, which tends to check active 
speculation in raiiroad properties, though it 
is understood that preparations are being 
made for active traffic on a large scale as 
soon as the present crop begins to move. 
While the feeling of the professional ele- 
ment, which at present monopolizes the 
market is bearish for the moment. there is 
an underlying sentiment to the effect that 
prices are likely to improve in the future.

about $4000. The companies have ample 
service through 6-inch to 14-inch pipes, and 
have more water than they know what to do 
with. An item especially to be noted is the 
economy of pumping by electricity, pointing 
to the importance of the wire in Pasadena’'s 
future waterworks. Instances are known 
where a local company has paid $6 to $8 per 
day for pumping - steam for less water 
than these companies pump by electricity 
for $1.50. At Kast Riverside a company 
strung a wire from Redlands to furnish 
power for its latest pumping developments. 

In all estimates of the cost of waterworks 
-expension the economy of the eectric spark 
should brightly shine. The mountains are 
full of power as well as water.

SANTA CATALINA ISLAND. 


Exciting Fight With Black Sea Baas. 
Tennis Tournament, 
AVALON (Catalina Island,) July 22.—[Reg- 


night. At least two thousand people surged. 
intothedr.:veinfront of the Metropo e to watch 
the landing of another record-breaker, this 
time in angling for biack sea bass. Yesterday 
morning Frank V. Rider and Dr. H. K. Ma- 
comber of Pasadena started out to try con- 
clusions with the big fish. They came to an- 
chor about five miles from Avalon, and the 
fishing began with three rods—the same as 
used:for the tuna, and the light twenty-one 
cutty-hunk lines. 
lt was nearly 11 o'clock before the party 
had a strike. Then Mr. Rider hooked a fish 
that gave a rush that whirled the boat around, 
almost taking the rod from the hands of the 
angler. Then began a fight such as can only 
be seen at Catalina, The fish took at leasi 
four hundred feet of line at the first rush, 
towing the boat so rapidly, sterm first, that 
for a moment the fishermen thought they 
would be swamped, as the foam came pouring 
over the stern board, almost filling the stern 
Sheets. Mr Rider gave the fish the butt and 
turned it, when it rose to the surface and 
dashed around the boat, and by skillful man- 
agement it was prevented from reaching the 
kelp beds. Mr. Rider by a great effort turned 
the bass out. With bursts of speed it tore 
four or five hundred feet more of line from 
the reel, and the coil melted away s0 rap- 
idly that the angler feared that all the power 
of the brake could*not stop it. Then the fish 
sulked, rose again, came in like a thunder- 
bolt, stopped the rush, and again ate up the 
line, gaining what was lost, only to lose it 
again. The fish in all, according to Mr. Rider, 
took over fifteen hundred yards of line. 
For three-quarters of an hour this battle 
was kept up, covering a mile of space, which 
was churned into foam by boat and fish. But 
a skilled hand was at the reel, and fifty-five 
minutes from the strike Mr. Rider brought 
the fish to the surface. It was an enormous 
creature, rich in gray and walnut tints, that 
was finally gaffed by the boatman. Return- 
ing, the fishermen anchored in the same place, 
and in a few minutes Dr. Macomber had a 
strike and the same scene was enacted, only 
On a smaller scale, the angler, *“vho is a 
famous tuna-taker, bringing his fish to gaff 
in a manner that elicited applause from his 
companions. Mr. Rider hooked another fish, 
followed by still another for Dr. Macomber, 
all fighting like the tigers of the sea that they 
are, 
As the party entered the harbor, Mr. Rider 
gave the signal of the Tuna Club, and tents, 
hotels and cottages were emptied, as the 
crowds rushed down, while the Hermosa, with 
a large crowd, added to the throng. Amid 
much excitement the big fish were hung. up, 
photographed and weighed by the official 
weigher of Avalon. Mr. Rider’s fish weighed 
324 pounds; length, 6 ft. 2 in.; girth, 4s ft. 
9 in.; time of catch, 55 minutes. Second fish, 
170 pounds; time, 29 minutes. Dr. Macomber’s 
fishes—140 pounds, time, 19 minutes; 150 
pounds, 30 minutes, all on light rods and the 
regulation Tuna Club twenty-one-strand line. 
Mr. Rider has taken tarpon and an eighteen- 
foot Bahaman barracuda, and almost every 
fish that swims, but he considers this was 
the fight of his life. Dozens of anglers left 
this morning for the banks to fish for black 
sea bass, while dozens more, who could not 
secure boatmen, are engaging the men in ad- 
varce. Black sea-bass fishing with rod and 
reel was first introduced here by Maj. Charles 
Viele, U.S.A., and Prof. C. F. Holder. in 1894, 
when the former took a 148-pound fish in two 
hours and fifteen minutes.. The next was 
taken by Stewart Mentieth Beard in 1895, 
weighing 200 pounds, and the catch yesterday 
is the third attempt, and opens up a wonder- 
ful and exciting sport. The black sea bass is 
the giant of the bass family and has been 
taken here weighing 800 pounds, on the hand 


line. 
TENNIS TOURNAMENT. 

The tennis tournament, which has been in 
progress on the pavilion tennis court for the 
past few days§ was virtually finished yester- 
day. In men’s doubles, Messrs. Bowering beat 
Jones-Bateman and Donnell, 4-6, 6-5, 6-4. 
This was the best exhibition of tennis of the 
tournament, the long and hard-fought rallies 
eliciting constant applause from the specta- 
tors. In the finals of the ladies’ singles, Miss 
Orilla Donnell beat Miss Palmer, 6-2, 6-2, 
thereby proving her right to the title of 
champion woman tennis player of Avalon. In 
the finals of the ladies’ doubles, Misses Don- 
nell and Kidder beat Misses Palmer and Lan- 
ders, 6-5, 6-1, while in the mixed doubles, Miss 
Donnell and Mr. Traylor beat Miss Kidder 
and Mr. Lamb, 6-2, 6-2.

MEXICAN GOVERNMENT ANNOUNCES 
NEW PORT CHARGES, 


men Examined the Proposed New| 
City Hall—Ruilding to Be Bought 
for One-fifth Its Cost. 


SAN DIEGO, July 22,—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] A new law relative to port charges 
and tonnage duties has been promulgated by 
the Mexican government, to take effecd on 
October 1, 1898. It is of great interest and 
importance to the shipping interests of Call- 
fornia. A copy of the law, in Spanish, has 
been received here and its contents sum-' 
marized. 
Under the old law, a tariff of $1.50 per fon 
is imposei upon sailing vessels,,gnd steam 
vessels are admitted free of tannage dues. 
The new law imposes a tariff of only 10 cents 
per ton upon sailing vessels, and 6 cents per 
ton upon steam vessels. 
Under the old law, a lighthouse tax of $100 
was imposed upon steamers entering a harbor 
and another $100 upon leaving. Sailing ves- 
sels were taxed $50 upon entering and 
upon leaving. The new law abolishes this tax 
pam upon both steam and sailing ves- 
8 


The new provides that there sball be no ton- 
nage duty whatever upon Mexican vessels 
plying between Mexican ports, fishing vessels, 
men-of-war, pleasure yachts, or vessels put- 
ting in in distress. The tonnage duty is on 
the gross tonnage. No duty is charged upon 
little craft plying in the Rio Grande or other 
rivers on the boundaries of the republic, car- 
rying on business between the two countries. 
When vessels enter harbors that have been 
improved, or are in course of improvement, 
there shall be added from 25 to 50 per cent. 
to the tonnage duties, to cover the value of 
the added security to vessels. 

There is no change in the pilotage dues, 
sanitary dues, nor harbor-master’s fees. The 
sanitary dues and harbor-master’s fees are 
trifling. The captain of the port's fees are 


abolished. 
CITY HALL BUILDING. 

The Aldermen’s Ways and Means Committee 
met last night to discuss the method of ac- 
quiring the Consolidated National Bank build- 
ing for a City Hall. It was believed to be 
the best plan to levy a direct tax for the sum 
required over the amount that can be raised 
by the sale of t city’s lot on Fifth street. 
The cost of the n City Hall will be $25,000, 
though the building cost originally $116,000. 
It is four stories in height, with a big base- 
ment, elevator, electric-light and gas connec- 
tions, and four steel bank vaults. 

Several of the Councilmen who are practical 
builders examined the building and declared 
it to be in first-class condition and very sub- 
stantial. The repairs necessary will cost 
$2500. The Councilmen are all in favor of 
the deal. If consummated, it will have a 
tendency to hold the business portion of the 
city down on Fifth street. Lately the ten- 
dency has been to move up Fifth street, and 
property in the vicinity of the proposed City 
Hall has depreciated somewhat in value.

HOTEL DEL CORONADO, July 22.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] The grand dining-room 
of Hotel del Coronado, the largest in the State 
and possibly the largest in the courf{ry, was 
reopened last evening, the number of guests 
having steadily increased ever since spring.

There are both 
blacktails and burro deer down there. At 
Cafiada Verde, Niji, Carriso and even in Val- 
ley of the Palms deer have been killed this 
summer. Quail abound there by the thousand, 
with no game law to prevent their slaughter. 

In the way of fishing, great sport is had 
daily off the hotel. Yesterday the catch did 
not come up to the day before, but it was 
respectable. The totals were: Barracuda, 289; 
yellowtail, 13; sea bass, 13; halibut, 5; croak- 
ers, 12; total, 422. At the pier thirty-eight 
croakers were caught during the day, besides 
numerous kingfish and pompano. In the 
fringe of the surf a fishing party got twenty- 
seven surf fish, two whitefish, a big crab and 
a lot of flounders.

Discomforts Endured by Travelers 
cn Railroads in Spain. 


{Kansas City World:] There are in 
Spain 7550 miles of railroad, less than 
one-third of the number in Great Brit- 
ain, France or Russia, and less than 
one-fourth of the number in Italy. The 
T@lative insignificance of the Spanish 
radiroad ‘“‘system" appears best in com- 
parison with American railroads, a sin- 
gie line, the Chicago, Burlington and 
@unicy, having an aggregate mileage of 
7400, owned, operated or controlled, or 
Mearly as much as all the railroads of 
Spain combined. Spanish railroads are 
Pproverbially slow, the rate of ‘“‘express” 
‘trains being about twenty-five miles, 
a@nd of Way passenger trains, from 
twelve They seldom run on 
schedule time, and it is the testimony 
Of all travelers that they never make 
connections. The amount of baggage 

fed each first-class passenger on 
panish railroad is sixty-six pounds, 
But the railroads are not responsible 
for ats identification.

AN UNDERGROUND RIVER 


WATER SUPPLY FOR 
BEACH AND SAN PEDRO. 


NEW LONG 


Recent Developments of the 
tesian Wells on the Donuton 
Ranch—They Spout Three Million 
Gallens a Day—Oyster Farming 
in Alamitos Bay. 


The Bouton Water Company intends 
to supply San Pedro, Long Beach and 
Terminal Island. with water, and the 
stockholders are discussing plans for 
supplying Los Angeles with the pro- 


duct of their remarkable wells near 
Alamitos Beach. 
Yesterday a contract was let for 


the laying of 35,000 feet of pipe in Long 
Beach, where already a considerable 
amount of the company’s water 
used. It is planned to extend the pipes 
to Terminal Island in the near future, 
and later to lay a pipe line to San 
Pedro. 

There has been no diminution of the 
wonderful flow of the two wells bored 
by Gen. Edward Bouton on his ranch 
near Long Beach several years ago. 
There is a seven-inch well and an 
eight-inch well, each of which has 
such a tremendous pressure that the 
water spouts forty feet above the 
mouth of the pipe. The combined flow 
of the two is 220 inches, or about 2,860,- 
000 gallons a day.~ Only one-fourth 
of the present flow is utilized, and the 
remainder runs into a natural basin, 
where it has formed a 200-acre lake, 
about fourteen feet deep, which has 
been named Lake Bouton, and then 
runs into a slough and finally empties 
into the ocean through Alamitos Bay. 
“One of the experts of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior,’’ said Gen Routon 
yesterday, “assured me that there were 
no such wells anywhere else in the 
country. On the Bixby ranch, just ten 
feet from the line of my property, a 
well has been dug which taps the 
same underground stream as my well. 
In that well the water was struck at 
a depth of 348 feet, and it was not un- 
til pipe had been lowered to a depth 
of 592 feet that anything solid enough 
to —. it from dropping farther was 
reached. The government expert de- 
clared that the underground flow which 
we had tapped was equal to all the 
surface streams in Southern Califor- 
nia put togetber. I beliewe we could 
¢ 50,000 inches by properly developing 


is 


The formation through which the 
drillers passed was of clay, sand and 
gravel, and no rock was encountered. 
The water is of a remarkably soft 
character. It has been used for some 
time on the locomotives of the Termi- 
nal road. With ordinary Los Angeies 
water the mineral deposit must be 
cleaned from the boiler at least once 
a week, but the water from the Bou- 
ton wells seems to cleanse the old de- 
posit rather than to form a new one. 
A demijohn of the water was sent 
yesterday to Prof. E. W. Hilgard, dean 
of the CoHege of Agriculture of the 
University of California at Berkeley, 
for analysis. 

A strange freak of the underground 
river now partially brought to the sur- 
face again has been to turn Alamitos 
Bay into an excellent oyster bed. <A 
number of years ago seed oysters 
were brought from the East and planted 
in Alamitos Bay, but they did not 
thrive at all, and before very long only 
a few were left at all, and those 
were small and of little account. Since 
the stream of fresh water from the 
underground river has. been running 
into the bay, there has been just the 
proper admixture of salt and fresh 
Water for the bivalves, and as oa, re- 
sult the oysters which were left there 
have developed to large size and fine 
flavor. It is proposed to plant an- 
other colony. 

A plan is also being discussed to lay 
a pipe from the wells to the head of 
San Pedro Bay, and by mixing fresh 
water with the salt there, to make it 
also suitable for oysters. 

It is said by the fishermen that 
there are places in the ocean a mile or 
so off Long Beach where the water is 
perfectly fresh. It is supposed that 
this is above the places where the 
underground river tapped by the 
Bouton wells comes to the surface.
